A u g usta (Maine), July 15, ISSd. 
7he /#*-. John tí. Henderson, ana Others of the 
Committee—G e n t l e m e n : In accepting the nom­ 
ination for the Presidency, tendered me by the 
Republican National Convention, I beg to ex ­ 
press a deep sense of the honor which is con­ 
ferred and of the duty which is imposed. I ven­ 
ture to accompany the acceptance with some 
observations upon the questions involved in the 
coute.-t—questions whose settlement may afi'ect 
the lutnre o f the nation favorably or unfavor­ 
ably. 
THE TARIFF QUESTION. 
For a long series o f years, in enumerating the 
Issues upon which the Republican party ap­ 
peals for popular support, the Convention has 
been singularly explicit and felicitous. It has 
probably given the leading position to the in­ 
dustrial interests of the country, as affected by 
the tariff on exports. 
On that question the two 
political parties are radically in conflict. Al­ 
most the first act of the Republicans, w-hen they 
came into power in !8<U. was the establishm ent 
of protection to American labor and to Ameri­ 
can capital. This principle the Republican party 
has ever since steadily maintained; while on the 
other hand the Democratic party In Congress 
has for fifty years persistently warred upon it. 
1 wice within that period our opponents have 
destroyed the tariffs arranged for protection, 
and since the close o f the civil war, whenever 
they have controlled the Hon-e of Representa­ 
tives, hostile legislation bus been attempted, 
never more conspicuously than in their princi­ 
pal measure at the late session of Congress. 
The tariff question and revenue laws are in 
their very nature subject lo frequent revision, 
in order that they m ay be adapted to the 
changes and modilieathjais o f 
trade. 
The 
Republican 
party 
is 
not 
contending fcr 
the permanency ot any particular statute. The 
issue between the two parties does not have ref­ 
erence to a specific law. 
It is far broader and 
tar deeper. 
It involves n principle o f wide ap­ 
plication and beneficent influence, against a 
theory which wo believe to be unsound in eon 
eeptien and inevitably hurtful in practice, in 
the many tariff revisions which have been 
necessary for the past twenty-three years, or 
which may hereafter be .ome necessary,the Re­ 
publican party has maintained, and will maintain 
the policy o f protection to American industry; 
w hile our opponents insist u¡k)u a revision 
which practically destroys the policy. The issue 
i-* thus distinct, well defined and unavoidable. 
The pending election may determine the fate of 
protection for a generation. The overthrow of 
the policy means a large and perniHHciit reduc­ 
tion in the wages of the American laborer, be­ 
sides involving the loss o f vast amounts of 
American capital Invested in manufacturing en ­ 
terprises. The value of the present revenue 
system to the people of the United States is 
not a mutter of theory, and I shall submit 
no argument to -u 'taia it. 
I only invite atten­ 
tion to certain facts of official record, which 
seem to constitute a demonstration. 
In the 
census of 1 \ r»0 an effort was made, for the first 
time in our lu^tory, to obtain a valuation o f all 
the property in the United (states. The attempt 
was in a large degree unsuccessful, partly from 
the lack o f time, partly lrom prejudice among 
many who thought the inquiries foreshadowed 
it new scheme of taxation. The returns were 
incomplete and unsatisfactory. 
J.ittlc more 
was 
done 
than 
to 
consolidate 
the 
local 
valuation used in the States for the pur­ 
pose» of assi sRmeut, and that, as everyone 
knows, differs widely from a complete exhibit of 
all the property. In the census of lscy, how­ 
ever, the work was done with great thorough­ 
ness, the distinction between the “ assessed” 
value and the ” true” value being carefully 
observed. The grand result was that the "true” 
value of all the property in the States and Ter- 
r:i"i íes ;• xeludlng t lavest amounted to fourteen 
thousand m illions of dollars. This aggregate 
w:: ihr, net result of the labor and the savings 
of all the people within the area o f the United 
States, from the time the first British colonist 
landed in 1007 down to the year R-Oq. It represent­ 
ed the fruit of the toil of two hundred and fifty 
1 
- 
siness o f the c tuntry 
was encouraged and developed by a protective 
tar::f. 
At the end o f the twenty years the total 
property o f the United Slates, as returned by 
the census-of 1SS0, amounted to the enormous 
aggregate of forty-four thousand m illions of 
dollars. This great result w as attained notwith­ 
standing the fact that countless m illions had in 
the interval been wasted lit the progress of a 
blot dy war. 
It thus appears that while our 
population, between IsfiOand 1850, increased 
sixty per cent., the aggregate property ol the 
country inerea-cd 211 per cent., showing a 
vastly enhanced wealth j*er capita among 
the people. 
Thirty 
thousand 
m illions of 
dollars had been added during these twenty 
years to the permanent wealth of the nation. 
'1 fir.se results arc regarded try the older nations 
of the world as phenomenal. 
That our country 
should surmount the peril and the ousts of a 
gigantic war, and for ¡y¡ entire period of twenty 
years made an average gain to its wealth of one 
hundred and twenty-five million dollars per 
month, surpasses th e experience of all other na­ 
tions, ancient or modern. 
Even the'opponents 
o f the present revenue system do not pretend 
that in the whole history of civilisation any 
parallel can be found to the material progress of 
the United Ntntes since the accession of the Re­ 
publican party to power. 


NOT MATiT.IAI. PROSPERITY ALONE. 
The period between ISfO and to-day has not 
been one of material prosperity only. 
At no 
time in the history ol the United States lias there 
been such pi ogress in the moral and pliilan 
throplo field. Religious and charitable institu­ 
tions. schools, seminaries and colleges, have 
been founded and endowed U.r more generously 
than at any previous time in our history. Great­ 
er and more varied relief has been extended to 
human suffering, and the entire progress of the 
country in wealth has been accompanied and 
dignified by h broadening and elevation of our 
national character as a people 
Our opponents 
find fault tiiut onr revenue system produces 
a surplus; but they should not forget that the 
law will given a specific purpose, to which all 
o f t.Y surplus is profitably and honorably ap­ 
plied i o the reduction of the public debt and the 


consequent relief of the burden of taxation. 
Not a dollar has been wasted, and the only ex ­ 
travagance w ith which the party stands charged 
is the generous pensioning ot soldiers, sailors 
and their families—an extravagance which em ­ 
bodies the highest form of justice in the recog­ 
nition and payment o f a sacred debt. 
When 
a reduction in 
taxation 
is to 
be made, 
the Republican party can be trusted to accom ­ 
plish it in such a form as w ill most effectively 
aid the industries of the nation. 


OUR FOREIGN COMMERCE. 
A frequent accusation by our opponents is 
that the foreign commerce o f the country has 
steadily decayed under the influence of the pro­ 
tective tariff. In this way they seek to array 
the importing interest against the Republican 
party. It is a common and yet radical error to 
confound the commerce of the country with its 
carrying trade—an error often committed inno­ 
cently, and sometimes designedly: but an error 
so gross that it does not distinguish between 
the ship and the cargo. 
Foreign commerce 
represents the exports and imports of a coun­ 
try, regardless of the nationality of the vessel 
that may carry the commodities of exchange. 
Our carrying trade has, from obvious causes, 
suffered many discouragements since ISGO: but 
our foreign commerce has in the same period 
steadily' au<> prodigious:y increased—increased, 
indeed, at a rate and to an amount which abso­ 
lutely dwarfs all previous developm ents of our 
trade beyond the sea. 
From 1860 
to the 
present 
time 
the 
foreign 
commerce 
of 
the United 
States, divided 
with 
approx­ 
imate 
equality between 
the 
exports and 
imports, reached the astounding aggregate of 
twenty-four thousand m illions of dollars. The 
balance in the vast commerce inclined in our 
favor, but it would have been much larger ii 
our trade with the countries of America, else­ 
where referred to, had been more wisely ad­ 
justed. It is difficult even to appreciate the 
m agnitude o f our export trudc since I860, and 
we con gain a correct conception of it only bv a 
comparison with the preceding results iu the 
same field. The total exports from the United 
States, from the Declaration of Independence, 
in 1776, down to the day of Lincoln'selection, in 
I860, added 
to 
all 
that 
had previously 
been exported from the American colonies from 
their original settlem ent, amounted to less than 
$0,000,000,000. On the other hand, our exports 
from I860 to the close of the late fiscal year ex ­ 
ceeded $12,000,000,000. the whole of it being the 
product of American labor. 
Evidently a pro 
teclive tariff has not injured our export trade, 
when under its influence 
we 
exported in 
twenty-four years -10 per cent, more than the 
total amount that had been exported in the en ­ 
tire previous history of American commerce. 
All the details, when analyzed, correspond with 
this gigantic result. The commercial cities of 
the Union never had such a growth as they have 
enjoyed since I860. Our chief emporium, the 
city of New York, with its dependencies, has, 
w ithin that period, doubled her population and 
increased her wealth five fold. During the 
same period the imports and exports which 
have entered and left her harbor are more than 
double iu bulk and value the w hole amount 
reported by her between the settlem ent of the 
first Dutch colony on the Island of Manhattan 
and the outbreak of the civil war in 1S0O. 


AGRICULTURE AND THE TARIFF. 
The agricultural interests arc by tar the largest 
in the nation, and are entitled in every adjust­ 
ment o f revenue to the first consideration. Any 
policy hostile to the fullest development of agri­ 
culture in the United States must be abandoned. 
Realizing the present system o f revenue, parties 
have labored very earnestly to persuade the 
farmers, o f the United States that they are 
robbed by a protective tariff, ami the effort is 
thus made to consolidate their vast influence in 
favor o f free trado. But hanpily the farmers o f 
Am erica are intelligent, and cannot be misled 
by sophistry when conclusive facts are before 
them. They see plainly that during the past 
twenty-four years wealth has not been acquired 
in one section, or by one interest, at the expense 
o f another section, or another interest. They 
see that the agricultural States have made even 
more rapid progress than the manufacturing 
states. The tanners see that in 1860 Massachu­ 
setts and Illinois had about the same wealth— 
between eight and nine hundred m illion dollars 
each—and that in lss<) Mu aohusetts had ad­ 
vanced to twenty-six hundred m illions, while 
Illinois had advanced to thirty-two hundred 
m illions. They sec that New Jersey and Iow a 
were just equal in population in 1560, and that in 
twenty years the wealth of New Jersey was in ­ 
creased by the sum ot eight hundred and filly 
m illions of dollars, while the wealth of Iowa 
was increased by the sum of fifteen hundred 
m illions. They see that the non-trading ag­ 
ricultural States of the West have grown so 
rapidly in prosperity that the aggregate addi­ 
tion to their wealth sh e 1800 is almost as great 
as the w ealth of the entire country in that year. 
They see that the 5'outh, which is almost ex ­ 
clusively agricultural, lias shared in the gen­ 
eral prosperity, and that, having recovered from 
the luss and devastation of the war, lias gained 
so rapidly that its total wealth is at least double 
that which ii possessed in I860—exclusive of the 
slaves. In these extraordinary developments 
the farmers see the helpful 
im pulse of a 
home market, and they see that the finan­ 
cial 
and 
revenue 
system 
enacted 
since 
the Republican party came into power has es­ 
tablished and constantly expanded the home 
market. They see that even in the case of 
wheat—which is your ch ief cereal export—they 
have sold in the average o f the years since the 
close of the war, three bushels at home to one 
they have sold abroad, and that in the increase 
of com —tlie only other cereal which we exjiort 
to any extent—one hundred bushels have been 
used at home to three and a half bushels ex­ 
ported 
[u some y-ara the disparity has been 
so great, that for every peck o f com exported 
one hundred bushels have been consumed ill 
thi home market. The farmers see that in the 
increasing competition from the grain fiylds of 
Russia, and from die distant plains o f India, the 
growth o f the home market becomes daily of 
greater concern to them, and that its impair­ 
ment would depreciate the value of every acre 
o f tillable land in the Union. 


OUR INTERNAL COMMERCE. 
Such facts as there, touching the growth and 
consumption of cereals at home, give us some 
slight conception of the vastqess o f the internal 
commerce o f the U nlted States. 
They suggest, 
also, that in addition to the udvautages which 
the American people enjoy from protection 
against foreign competition, they enjoy the ad­ 
vantages o f absolute free trade over a larger 
area, and with a greater population, than any 
other nation. 
The internal commerce of our 
thirty eight States and nine Territories is carried 
on without let or hindrance, without tax, de­ 
tention or governmental interference o f any 
kind whatever, it spreads freely over an area 
o f three and a h.tif million square m iles—al­ 
most 
equal 
in extent to the whole Conti­ 
nent 
o f 
Europe. 
The 
profits 
are 
en­ 
joyed to-day by 06,000,000 of American free­ 
men, and from this enjoyment no monopoly 
is created. 
According to Aloxumder Hamilton, 
whi-n he discussed the samo subject in 1790, the 
internal competition which takes place does 
away with everything like monopoly, und by 
degrees reduces the prices of articles to the 
minimum of a reasonable profit on the capital 
employed. It .. impossible to point to a single 
monopoly in the United states that has been 
created or fostered by the industrial system 
which i> upheld by tlie Republican party. Com­ 
pared with our foreign commerce, these domestic 
exchanges are inconceivably great in amount, 
requiring merely as one instrumentality as large 
a mileage of railway as exists to-day in all 
the other nations o f the world combined. 
Tbe»c internal exchanges are estimated by 
the Statistical Bureau of the Treasury Do 
partm cit 
to 
be 
annually 
twenty 
times 
os great in amount as our foreign commerce. 
It is into this vast field o f home trade, at oucc 
the creation and the heritage of the American 
people, that foreign nations arc striving by 
every device to enter. 
It is into this field that 
the opponents of our present revenue system 
would freely admit the countries of Europio: 
countries into whose external trade wo could 
not reciprocally enter; countries to which we 


should be surrendering every advantage of 
trade, from which we should be gaiuing noth­ 
ing in return, which would be disastrous to the 
m echanics and 
workingmen of the United 
States. 
Wages 
are 
undoubtedly 
reduced 
when 
an 
industrious 
m an 
is 
not 
able 
by 
his 
earnings 
to 
live 
ill 
comfort, educate his children, and lay by suffi­ 
cient lor tlie necessity of age. The reduction of 
wages is inevitably consequent upon throwing 
our home market open to the world. 
We would 
deprive them of the power to do this. It would 
prove a great calam ity to our country. It vouid 
produce a conflict between the poor and the 
rich, and in the sorrowful degradation of the 
lalxirer would plaut the seeds oi public danger. 
The Republican party has steadily aimed to 
m aintain 
Just 
relations 
between 
lulior 
and 
capital, 
guarding 
w ith 
care 
the 
rights of 
each. 
A 
conflict 
between the 
two 
has 
always 
led 
iu 
the 
past, and 
w ill always lead in the future, to tlie injury of 
both. Labor is indispensable to the creation 
und profitable use of capital, and capital in­ 
creases the efficiency and value o f labor. Who­ 
ever arraigns the one against the other is un 
enem y o f both. 
That policy is wisest which 
harmonizes the two on the basis o f alisolute jus­ 
tice. The Republican party has protected the 
free labor of America, so that its compensation 
is larger than is realized in any other country. 
It has guarded our people against the unfair 
competition o f contract labor from China, 
and 
m ay 
be 
called 
upon 
to 
prohibit 
the growth of a sim ilar evil from Europe-. 
It is 
obviously unfair to permit capitalists to make 
contracts for cheap labor in foreign countries, 
to the hurt and disparagement o f the labor of 
American citizens. 
Such a policy like that, 
which would leave the time and other condi­ 
tions of home labor exclusively in the control 
o f the employer, is injurious to all parties, not 
the least so the unhappy persons who are made 
the subjects of the contract. The institutions of 
the United States rest upon tlie intelligence and 
virtue of the people. Sutlrage is made univer­ 
sal, as a just weapon o f self-protection to 
every 
citizen. 
It is 
not 
to the interest 
of the Republic that any econom ic system 
should be adopted which involves the reduction 
o f wages to the hard standard prevailing else­ 
where. The Republican party aim s to elevate 
and dignify labor—not to degrade it. 
As a sub­ 
stitute for the industrial system, which, under 
Republican administrations, has developed such 
extraordinary prosperity, would the opponents 
offer u policy w hich is but a series of experi­ 
ments upon our 
system 
o f 
revenue V 
A 
policy whose 
end must 
be 
harm to our 
laborers and greater harm to our labor. E x­ 
periment in the industrial and financial system 
is the country’s greatest dread, as stability 
is its greatest boon. Even th e uncertainty re­ 
sulting from the recent tariff agitution iu Con­ 
gress has hurtfully affected the business o f tlio 
entire country. 
Who can measure tlie harm to 
our shops and our homes, to our farms and our 
commerce, if the uncertainty o f a perpetual 
tariff' agitation is to lie inflicted on the country ? 
We are in the midst of an abundant harvest. 
We are on tlie c-ve of the revival o f general 
prosperity. Nothing stands in our way hut the 
dread of a change iu the industrial system 
which has wrought such wonders in the last 
twenty years, and w hich, with the power o f in­ 
creased capital, w ill mark still greater marvels 
o f prosperity in the twenty years to come. 
OI K FOREIGN POLICY. 
Our foreign relations favor our domestic de­ 
velopment. 
We are at peace with the world: 
at peace uikiii a sound basis, w ith no unsettled 
questions o f sufficient magnitude to embarrass 
or distract us. Happily removed by our geo­ 
graphical position from participation or interest 
in these questions of dynasty or boundary 
w hich so frequently disturb 
the 
peace of 
Europe, we are left to 
cultivate friendly 
relations w ith 
all, 
and 
free 
from 
pos­ 
sible entanglem ent in the quarrels of any. 
The United States has no cause and no desire to 
engage in a quarrel w ith any power on earth, 
and we may rest in confidence that nopower de­ 
sires to attack us. 
With the nations o f the 
Western Hemisphere we should cultivate cfoser 
relations, and for our common prosperity and 
advancement we should induce them all to join 
with us, with an agreement that for the future 
all 
international 
troubles 
in 
North and 
South 
Am erican 
should 
be 
adjusted 
by 
impartial 
arbitration, 
and 
not 
by 
arms. 
Tiiis project was 
part o f 
the fixed policy 
of 
President 
Garfield's 
administration, 
and it should, in m y judgment, be renewed. Ins 
accomplishment on this continent would favor­ 
ably affect the nations beyond the sea.-anti thus 
powerfully contribute, at no distant day, to the 
universal acceptance of the philanthropic and 
Christian principle oi arbitration. 
The effect 
even of suggesting it for the Spanish-American 
States lias been most happy, and lias increased 
the confidence o f those people in our friendly 
disposition. 
It fell to my lot. as Secretary of 
State, in June. 1881. to quiet apprehensions in 
the Republioof Mexico by giving the assurance, 
iu an official dispatch, that there is not the 
(aintes't desire in the United Slates for territorial 
aggrandizement south of the Rio Grande river. 
The boundaries of the two republics have been 
established in conformity with lire best jurisdic­ 
tional interests ol both. The line of deinarka- 
tion is not merely one o f convenience. It is 
more. It separates a .Spanish-American people 
from a Saxon-American people. 
It divides one 
great nation from another with a distinct and 
natural finality. We seek the conquest o f peace. 
We 
desire 
to 
extend 
our 
commerce in 
an 
especial 
degree 
with 
our 
friends 
and 
neighbors 
on 
this 
continent. 
We 
have 
not 
improved 
our 
relations 
with 
Spanish America as we should and as we might 
hav.e done. For more than a generation the 
sympathy of these countries has been allowed 
to drift away from us. 
We should now make 
every effort to gain their friendship. Our trade 
with them is already large. During the last de­ 
cade onr exchanges in the western hemisphere 
have amounted to three hundred and fifty 
m illions of dollars—nearly one-fourth o f ourcn- 
tirc foreign commerce. To those who m ay bo 
disposed to underrate the value o f our trade with 
the countries of North and South America, it 
may be well to state that tlicir production is 
nearly fifty millions, and that, in proportion 
to aggregate numbers, we import nearly double 
as much from them as we do from Europe. But 
the result of the whole amount o f trade is iu a 
high degree unsatisfactory. The imports during 
the past year exceeded $225,000,000, while the 
exports were less than $125,000,000, showing a 
balance against us of more than 5100,000,000. We 
send large sums to Europe iu coin, or its equiva­ 
lent. to pay European manufacturers for the 
goods which they send to Spanish America. We 
are but paymasters for this enormous amount 
annually to European factors—an amount which 
is a serious draft m everjfBnancial depression 
upon our resources of specie. Onunot this con­ 
dition of trade in a great part bo changed? Can­ 
not the market for our products be greatly en­ 
larged? We have made a beginning in our effort 
to improve the trade relations with Mexico, 
and we should not be content unlil sim ilar 
and mutually advantageous arrangements have 
been successfully made with every nation of 
North aud South America. 
While the Great 
Powers o f Europe ure steadily enlarging their co 
lonial domination in Asia and Africa, it is the 
especial province of this country to improve 
and expand its trade with the nations o f Amer­ 
ica. 
No field promises so much. 
No field has 
been cultivated so little. Our foreign policy 
should be American policy in the broadest 
sense—a policy of peace and friendship, of com ­ 
mercial enlargement. 
The name of 
Amer­ 
ican, which 
belongs 
to 
us 
in 
our 
na­ 
tional 
capacity, 
must 
always 
exact 
the 
just pride of patriotism. Citizenship o f the Re­ 
public must lie the paaopoly and safeguard of 
him who wears it. The American citizen, rich 
or poor, native or naturalized, w hite or colored, 
must everywhere walk secure in hi» personal or 
civil rights. The Republic should never accept 
a lesser duty. 
It can never assume a nobler one 
than the protection of the humblest man v.lio 
owes it loyalty—protection at home, and protec­ 
tion which shall follow him abroad into w hat­ 
ever land he may go upon a lawiul errand. 
THF. SOUTHERN STATES. 
I recogni2e, not w ithout regret, the necessity of 


speaking o f two sections o f onr common coun­ 
try; but the regret diminishes when I see that 
the elem ents which separated them are last dis­ 
appearing. 
Prejudices have yielded and are 
yielding, w hile a grow ing cordiality w arms the 
Southern and the Northern heart alike. Can 
any one doubt that between the sections confi­ 
dence and esteem are to-day more marked than 
at any period in the sixty years pre-.vding the 
election o f President Lincoln ? This is the result, 
in part, of time, and in part o f Republican prin­ 
ciples, applied under the favorable condition's 
ot uniformity. 
It would be a great calamity to 
change these influences, under 
which 
the 
Southern commonwealths are learning to vindi­ 
cate civil rights, and adapting them selves to 
the conditions of political tranquillity and indi­ 
vidual progress. 
if there be occasional and 
violent outbreaks in the -South against this 
peaceful progress, the public opinion of the 
country regards them as exceptional, and hope­ 
fully trusts that each will prove the last. The 
South needs capital and occupation, not contro­ 
versy, as much as any part o f the North. 
The South needs 
the full protection o f the 
revenue laws, which the 
Republican party 
offers. Some o f tlie Southern States have al­ 
ready entered upon a career of industrial de­ 
velopm ent and prosperity. These at least should 
not lend their electoral votes to destroy their 
own future. Any effort to unite the Southern 
States upon issues that grow out of the memo­ 
ries o f tlie war w ill summon the Northern 
States to combine in the asserti-si of that na­ 
tionality which v,-;i> their inspiration iu the late 
civil struggle, and “thus great energies, which 
should be united in a common industrial devel­ 
opment, will lie wasted in hurtful strife. The 
Democratic party shows itself a foe to Southern 
prosperity by always evoking and encouraging 
political consolidation. Such aiiolicyquenches 
the rising instinct o f patriotism in the heart o f 
the Southern youth. 
It revives and stimulates 
prejudice, it substituti - the spirit o f barbaric 
vengeance lor the love o f peace, progress and 
harmony. 
THE C1V1I. SERVICE. 


The general character o f the civil service of 
the United States, under all administrations, 
has been honorable, 
in the one supreme test— 
the collection and distribution aud disburse­ 
ment of revenue—the record o f fidelity has 
never 
been 
surpassed 
iu 
any 
nation. 
With tlie almost fabulous sums which were 
received and paid during ilie late war, scrupu­ 
lous integrity was the prevailing rule. Indeed, 
throughout that trying period it can lie sffd to 
the honor o f the American uame. that unfaith­ 
fulness aud dishonesty amony civil officers were 
as rare as misconduct and cowardice were on 
the field of battle. 
The growth o f the country 
has continually and necessarily enlarged the 
civil service, until it includes a vast body of 
officers. Tlie rules and methods o f appoint­ 
m ents which prevailed when the number 
was smaller has 
been 
found 
insufficient 
and impracticable, and earnest efforts have 
been made to separate the great in,.-- of 
ministerial officers from partisan influence and 
personal control. Im partiality iu the mode of 
appointment to be based on qualification, and 
the security of tenure to be based ou the faith­ 
ful discharge of duty, are the two ends to be 
accomplished. 
Tlie public business w ill Lie 
aided by separating the legislative branch of 
the Government from all control o f ap|ioint- 
ments, and tlie Executive Department w ill 
be relieved by subjecting 
appointments by 
fixed rules, and thus removing them from the 
caprice o f favoritism. 
Rut there should tie a 
rigid enforcement of the law, which gives iu all 
cases of equal competency the preference to 
the soldiers who risked their lives in the 
defense o f the Union. 
I entered Congress in 
lsfiff, and in a som ewhat prolonged service I 
never found it expedient to request or recom­ 
mend the removal o f a civil officer, except in 
few instances, and this for non-political rea­ 
sons. which were instantly conclusive with the 
appointing power. The officers in the District 
appointed by Mr. Lincoln in 1861, upon the rec­ 
ommendation o f my predecessor, served as u 
rule untikdeath or resignation, 
i adopted, at 
rtie beginning of my service, the test of com ­ 
petitive exam ination for appointments to West 
Point, and 
m aintained 
it, 
so 
far 
as 
I 
had 
the 
right 
by 
law 
to 
nominate 
a 
cadet. 
in the ease of m any officers. 
I found that the present law, w hich arbitrarily 
limits ibc term of tlie Commission, offered a 
constant temptation to changes for mere politi­ 
cal reasons. 
1 have publicly expressed the be­ 
lief tiiat tlie essential modification of that law 
would be in many respects advantageous. My 
observation in tho Department o f .State con­ 
firmed theconclusions of my legislative experi­ 
ence, and impressed me w ith the conviction 
that the 
rule 
o f 
impartial 
appointment 
might 
with 
advantage 
be 
carried 
be­ 
yond 
any 
existing 
provision 
o f 
the 
civil 
service 
law. 
It 
should 
be 
applied 
to appointments iu the consular service. Con­ 
suls should be commercial sentinels, encircling 
tlie globe with watchfulness for the country's 
interests. Tlu-ir intelligence and competency 
becomes, therefore, matters o f great public con­ 
cern. No man should be appointed to an Amer­ 
ican Consulate who is not well instructed in the 
history and resources of his own country, and 
the requirements und language of commerce in 
the 
country 
to which 
he 
is 
sent. The 
same rule should 
be 
applied, even more 
rigidly 
to Secretaries of Legation in our 
diplomatic service. The people have the right 
to the most efficient agents in the discharge of 
public business, and 
the appointing power 
should regard this as the prior aud ulterior con­ 
sideration. 
THE MORMON q t ESTtON. 


Religious liberty is the right o f every citizen 
in the republic. Congress is forbidden by the 
Constitution to make any law respecting the es­ 
tablishment of religion or prohibiting tho free 
exercise thereof. 
For a Century, under this 
guarantee, Protestant and Catholic, Jew and 
Gentile, have worshiped tied according to the 
dictates 
o f 
their 
own 
conscience. 
But 
religious liberty must not be perverted to tlie 
justification of offenses against the law. A 
religious sect is strongly intrenched iri one of 
tlie Territories of the Union, and spreading 
rapidly into four other Territories, claim ing the 
right to destroy the great safeguard and monu­ 
ment o f social order, and to practice as a re­ 
ligious 
privilege 
that 
w hich is a 
crime 
punished 
with 
severe 
penalty 
in every. 
State o f the Union. 
The 
sacredness and 
unity of the 
family 
must 
be preserved, 
as the foundation of ail civil governments, us 
the source of orderly administration, a» the 
surest guarantee of moral purity. The claim of 
the Mormons that they are divinely authorized 
to practice polygamy should no more he ad­ 
mitted than the claim of certain heathen tribes, 
if they should come among us to continue the 
rite of human sacrifice. The law does not inter­ 
fere with what a man 
believes. 
It takes 
cognizance of what he does as a citizen. 
Tlie 
Mormons 
are 
entitled 
to 
the same 
civil rights as others, and to these they must be 
confined. Polygamy can never receive national 
sanction or toleration by admitting the commu­ 
nity that upholds it as a State in the Union. 
Like others, the Mormons must learn that the 
liberty of the individual ceases where tiie rights 
of society begin. 
OUR CURRENCY. 


The people of the United States, though often 
urged and 
tempted, have 
never seriously 
contemplated the recognition ol any other 
money than 
gold 
and 
silver, aud 
cur­ 
rency 
directly 
convertible 
into 
them. 
They have 
not 
done so, and 
they will 
not 
do 
so 
under 
any 
necessity 
less 
pressing than that of a desperate war. The 
special requisite for the completion of our m on­ 
etary system is the fixing of the relative values 
o f silver and gold. The large use of silver as 
the money of account among Asiatic nations 
taken iu connection with the increasing com­ 
merce of the world, gives the weightiest rea­ 
sons for international agreement in the prem­ 
ises. Our Government should not cease to urge 
this measure until a common standard of value 
shall be reached and established—a standard 
that shall enable the United States to use the 
silver from its m ines as an auxiliary to gold in 
settling the balances of commercial exchange. 


TH E PVRI.IC LANDS. 
The strength o f the Republic is increased by 
the multiplication of landholders. 
Our laws 
Should look to the judicious encouragement of 
actual settlers on the public domain, while it 
should henceforth be held'as a sacred trust for 
the benefit of those seeking homes. 
The 
tendency to consolidate large tracts o f land in 
the 
ownership 
of 
individuals 
or 
cor¡«- 
rations should, 
with a pm*>er 
regard 
to 
vested rights, be discouraged 
One hundred 
thousand acres o f land in the hands of one man 
is far less profitable to the nation in every way 
titan w lien its ownership is divided among 
1.000. The evil of permitting large tracts o f tho 
national domain to be consolidated and con* 
trolled by the few against the mar.v is en­ 
hanced when the persons controlling it are 
aliens, 
it 
is 
but 
fair 
that tlie public 
lands should be disposed o f only to actual s e t­ 
tlers,and to those who an* citizens o f the repub­ 
lic, or are w illing to become sr. 


OCR SHII-HNG INTERESTS. 
Among our national inter, at*one languishes— 
the foreign carrying trade. 
It was seriously 
crippled in our ci\ it war. and another blow was 
given to it in the general substitution of steam 
for sail in ocean traffic. 
W ith a frontage ou tho 
two great oceans, with a freightage larger than 
that o f any other nation, we have , very induce­ 
ment to restore our navigation, yet the Govern- 
mem has hitherto refused its help A small si,are 
of the encouragement given by tlie Government 
to railways and to manufactures, and a small 
share of the capita! and the zeal given by our 
citizens to these 
enterprise», 
would lmvc 
carried 
onr 
strip» 
to every 
sea and to 
every |».rt. 
A law just enacted removes 
some o f the burdens upon our navigation, and 
inspires n hope that thi» great interest rmy at 
last receive its due share of atU-iuon 
A ll

couragement.

T h e .M ilitary in G e rm a n y . 
Germany has gone to extraordinary ex­ 
pense since I»?! in ord r to consolidate her 
m ilitary supremacy. 
In Alsace Lorraine 
alone they have expended $d2,t\KU)00 to 
m ake their possession unassailable. 
T he 
fortified cam p o f Strasherg-Kxhl is sim ply 
impregnable. 
Jt contains im m ense stores 
ol provisions ot every k in d ; others are 
packed in trains waiting, as it were, under 
steam, and require but a telegraphic order 
to be dispatched in any direction. A nxious 
to strengthen their position on tlie sea they 
have spent $95,000,u00 to defend their long 
coast line. 
As regards inland places they 
lmve sw alled $40,000,000. 
Metz, T hionvillo 
and Sanrlouis form together the so-called 
Lorraine triangle, toward w hich all tho 
f o r e s can be directed in an incredibly 
short space o f tim e. 
Ten lines o f railw ay 
end at the R hin e; eight lines connect tho 
Rhine with the fortified parts o f Lorraine, 
and seven lines reach the Russian frontier. 
Thus, to east or west, Germany is able to 
m ass tit a m om ent's notice enorm ous hodictf 
o f m en at any given point, and with equally 
enorm ous quantities o f supplies and am ­ 
m unition. Militarism is indeed an incubus 
on tlie German people, and there arc m any 
signs that its oppressiveness is felt.

B laine's letter of acceptauce : 


A u g u s t a (Maine), July 15,1SS4. 
7/.• Utr-. John B. Hendereon, ana Othcre of the 
Committee—G en tlem en : lu accepting the nom ­ 
ination for the Presidency, tendered m e by the 
Republican N ational Convention, I beg to ex ­ 
press a deep sense of the honor w hich is con­ 
ferred and of the duty which is im posed. I ven­ 
ture to accom pany the acceptance w ith scene 
observations upon the questions involved in the 
contest—questions whose settlem ent m ay affect 
the future o f the nation favorably or unfavor­ 
ably. 
THE TARIFF QUESTION. 
For a long series of years, in enum erating the 
issues upon w hich th e Republican party ap­ 
peals for popular support, th e C onvention has 
been singularly explicit and felicitous. It has 
probably given the leading position to th e in­ 
dustrial interests of the country, as affected by 
the tariff on exports. 
On th a t question the two 
political parties are radically in conflict. 
Al­ 
most th e first act of the Republicans, w hen they 
cam e into power in 1861, was the establishm ent 
of protection to A m erican labor and to Am eri­ 
can capital. This principle the R epublican party 
has ever since steadily m aintained; w hile on the 
other h an d the Dem ocratic party in Congress 
h a s for fifty years persistently w arred upon it. 
Twice w ithin th at period our opponents have 
destroyed th e tariffs arranged for protection, 
r.nd since th e close of the civil w ar, w henever 
they have controlled the House of R epresenta­ 
tives, hostile legislation has !>een attem pted, 
never m ore conspicuously th an in their princi­ 
pal m easure ut th e late session of Congress. 
The tariff question and revenue law s are in 
th eir very n atu re subject to frequent revision, 
in order th at they m ay be adapted to the 
changes and m odifications o f 
trade. 
The 
R epublican 
party 
is 
not 
contending for 
the perm anency of any particular statute. The 
issue betw een th e tw o parties does not have ref­ 
erence to a specific law. 
It is far broader and 
far deeper. 
It involves a principle o f w ide ap ­ 
plication and beneficent influence, acainst a 
theory w hich we believe to be unsound in con 
ceptien and inevitably hu rtfu l in practice. 
In 
the m any tariff revisions w hich have been 
necessary for th e past tw enty-three years, or 
w hich m ay hereafter become necessary, th e R e­ 
publican party h asm aintained.and w ill m aintain 
the policy of protection to A m erican industry; 
w hile our opponents insist upon a revision 
which practically destroys the policy. The issue 
is th u s distinct, w ell defined and unavoidable. 
The pending election m ay determ ine the fate of 
protection for a generation. The overthrow of 
th e policy m eans a large and perm anent reduc 
tion in the wages o f th e A m erican laborer, be­ 
sides involving th e loss o f vast am ounts of 
Am erican capital invested in m anufacturing en ­ 
terprises. The value of the present revenue 
system lo th e people of th e United States is 
not a m atter of theory, aud I shall subm it 
no argum ent to sustain it. 1 only invite a tten ­ 
tion to certain facts of eificiul record, w hich 
seem to constitute a dem onstration. 
In the 
census of 1S50 an effort was m ade, for th e first 
tim e in our history, to obtain a valuation o f all 
the property in the F litted States. The attem pt 
was in a large degree unsuccessful, partly from 
the lack o f tim e, partly Irom prejudice am ong 
m any w ho thought the inquiries foreshadowed 
a new schem e of taxation. The returns were 
incom plete and unsatisfactory. 
Little m ore 
w as 
done 
th an 
to 
consolidate 
th e 
local 
valuation used in th e States for the pu r­ 
poses of assessm ent, and th at, as everyone 
knows, differs w idely from a com plete exhibit of 
ail the property. 
In the census of 1M>1, how­ 
ever, the w ork w as done w ith great thorough­ 
ness, th e distinction betw een th e “ assessed” 
value ar.il the “ true” value being carefully 
observed. The grand result was that the “true” 
value o f all th e property in the States and Ter­ 
ritories (excluding slaves) am ounted to fourteen 
thousand m illions of dollars. This aggregate 
wa thQ uct res iit o f the labor and the savings 
o f all th e people withiD the area of th e United 
States, from the tim e th e first British colonist 
landed in 1607 down to the year 180t). It represent­ 
ed the fruit o f the toil of tw o hum I red and fifty 
years. A fter I860 the business of the country 
w as encouraged and developed by a protective 
tariff. 
At the end o f the tw enty years the total 
property o f the 1'uitcd States, as returned by 
th e census of 18S0, am ounted to th e enorm ous 
aggregate of forty-four thousand m illions of 
dollars. This great result wits attained notw ith­ 
standing the fact th at countless m illions had in 
th e Interval been w asted in the progress of a 
bloody war. 
It thus appears th a t w hile onr 
population, betw een i860 nnd 38.80, increased 
sixty per cent., th e aggregate property ol the 
country increased 214 per cent., show ing a 
vastly enhanced w ealth per capita am ong 
the people. 
T hirty 
thousand 
m illions of 
dollars had been added during these tw enty 
years to the perm anent w ealth of the nation. 
These results are regarded by the older nations 
of the w orld as phenom enal. T hat our country 
should surm ount the peril and the costs of a 
gigantic w ar, and for on entire period of tw enty 
years m ade an average gain to its w ealth of one 
hundred aud twenty-five m illion dollars per 
m outh, surpasses th e experience of all other na­ 
tions. ancient or m odern. 
Even thc'oppoiients 
of the present revenue system do not pretend 
th a t in th e w hole history of civilization any 
parallel can be found to the m aterial progress of 
th e U nited States since the accession of th e Re­ 
publican party to power. 
NOT MATERIAL EKOSPKRITV ALONE. 
T he period betw een 1860 and to-day has not 
been one of m aterial prosperity only. 
At no 
tim e in the history ol the U nited States has there 
U‘on such pi ogress in the m oral and philan­ 
thropic field. Religious aud charitable institu­ 
tions, schools, sem inaries and colleges, have 
been founded anti endowed fur more generously 
than at any previous tim e in our history. Great­ 
er anti m ore varied relief has been extended to 
hum an suflt-ring. and the entire progress of the 
country in w ealth has been accom panied und 
dignified by a broadening and elevation of our 
national character as a people 
Our opponents 
find fault th a t our revenue system produces 
a surplus; b u t they should not forget th a t the 
law was given a specific purpose, to w hich all 
of the surplus is profitably and honorably a p ­ 
plied to th e reduction of the public debt and the 


consequent relief of the burden of taxation. 
Not a dollar lias beeu w asted, and th e only ex ­ 
travagance w ith w hich th e party stands charged 
is the generous pensioning ot soldiers, sailors 
and th eir fam ilies—au extravagant* w hich em ­ 
bodies th e highest form of justice in th e recog­ 
nition and paym ent of a sacred debt. W hen 
a reduction in 
taxation 
is to 
be m ade, 
the R epublican party can lie trusted to accom ­ 
plish it in such a form as w ill m ost effectively 
aid the industries o f the nation. 


OUR FOREIGN COMMERCE. 
A frequent accusation by our opponents is 
th at the foreign com m erce of the country has 
steadily decayed under the influence o f th e pro­ 
tective tariff'. In this w ay they ,-cck to array 
the im porting interest against the R epublican 
party. It is a com m on and yet radical error to 
confound the com m erce of the country w ith its 
carrying trade—an error often com m itted inno­ 
cently, and som etim es designedly: hut au error 
so gross th at It does not distinguish betw een 
the ship und the eargo. 
Foreign com m erce 
represents the exports and im ports of a coun­ 
try, regardless of the nationality of the vessel 
th a t m ay carry the com m odities of exchange. 
Our carrying trade has, from obvious causes, 
suffered m any discouragem ents since 1860; but 
our foreign com m erce has in the sam e period 
steadily aix> prodigiously increased—increased, 
indeed, at a rate and to an am ount w hich abso­ 
lutely dw arfs all previous developm ents of our 
trade beyond th e sea. 
From 1860 
to the 
present 
tim e 
the 
foreign 
com m erce 
of 
th e U nited 
States, divided 
w ith 
approx­ 
im ate 
equality betw een 
th e 
exports and 
im ports, reached th e astounding aggregate of 
tw enty-four thousand m illions of dollars. Tlte 
balance in the vast com m erce inclined in our 
favor, but it w ould have been m uch larger it 
our trade w ith the countries of Am erica, else­ 
w here referred to, had been m ore wisely ad ­ 
justed. It is difficult even to appreciate the 
m agnitude of our export trade since I860, and 
we can gain a correct conception of it only by a 
com parison w ith th e preceding results in the 
sam e field. The total exports from the United 
States, from the D eclaration of Independence, 
in 1776, dow n to the day o f Lincoln’s election, in 
I860, added 
to 
all 
th a t 
h ad previously 
beeu exported from the A m erican colonies from 
th eir original settlem ent, am ounted to less than 
$9,000,000,000. On the other hand, our exports 
from 1860 to the close of the late fiscal yeur ex­ 
ceeded $12,000,000,OU0, the w hole of it being the 
product of A m erican labor. 
E vidently a pro­ 
tective tariff' has not injured our export trade, 
w hen under its influence 
we 
exported in 
tw enty-four years 40 per cent, m ore th an the 
total am ount th a t hud been exported in the en ­ 
tire previous history of A m erican commerce. 
All the details, w hen analyzed, correspond w ith 
this gigantic result. The com m ercial cities of 
the Union never had such a grow th as they have 
enjoyed since 1S60. Our chief em porium , the 
city of New York, w ith its dependencies, has, 
w ith in th a t period, doubled h er population aud 
increased h er w ealth five fold. 
During the 
sam e period th e im ports and exports which 
have entered and left her harbor are m ore th an 
double in bulk and vulue the whole am ount 
reported by h er betw een the settlem ent of the 
first Dutch colony on the Island of M anhattan 
,nd the outbreak of the civil w ar in 1SC0. 


AGRICULTURE AND T11F, TARIFF. 
The agricultural interests arc by tar the largest 
in the nation, and are entitled in every adjust­ 
m ent of revenue to the first consideration. Any 
policy hostile to the fullest developm ent of agri­ 
culture In the United States m ust be abandoned. 
R ealizing the present system of revenue, parties 
have labored very earnestly to persuade the 
farm ers of the U nited States • th a t they are 
robbed by a protective tariff, am i the effort is 
th u s m ade to consolidate th eir vast influence in 
favor of free trade. B ut hanpily th e farm ers of 
A m erica are intelligent, and cannot bo m isled 
by sophistry w hen conclusive fact3 are before 
them . They see plainly th at during the past 
tw enty-four years w ealth lias not laten acquired 
in one section, or by one interest, at the exjtense 
of another section, or another interest. They 
see th a t the agricultural States have m ade even 
tnore rapid progress th an th e m anufacturing 
States. The tanners see th a t in 18GU M assachu­ 
setts und Illinois h ad about th e sam e w ealth— 
betw een eight and nine hundred m illion dollars 
each—aud th a t in 1880 M assachusetts h ad ad ­ 
vanced to tw enty-six hundred m illions, w hile 
Illinois had advanced to thirty-tw o hundred 
m illions. They see th a t New Jersey aud Iowa 
were just equal in population in i860, and th at in 
tw enty years th e w ealth of New Jersey w as in ­ 
creased by the sum ot eight hund red and fifty 
m iU ionsof dollars, while th e w ealth ot Iowa 
was increased by the sum of fifteen hundred 
m illions. They see th a t th e nou-trudiDg ag­ 
ricultural States of th e West have grown so 
rapidly in prosperity th at th e aggregate add! 
tion to th e ir w ealth since 186“ is alm ost as great 
as the w ealth of the entire country in that year. 
They see th a t th e South, w hich is alm ost ex­ 
clusively agricultural, has shared in the gen­ 
eral prosperity, and that, having recovered from 
the loss and devastation o f th e w ar, bus gained 
so rapidly th a t its total w ealth is at least double 
th a t w hich it possessed in I860—exclusive of the 
slaves. 
In these extraordinary developm ents 
b 
farms 
.. . 
tmj 
- of a 
hom e m arket, und they see that the finan­ 
cial 
and 
revenue 
system 
enacted 
since 
the R epublican party cam e into power has es­ 
tablished and constantly expanded the hom e 
m arket. They see th a t even in the ease of 
w heat—w hich is your ch ief cereal export—they 
have sold in tlte average of the vt ;:ra since the 
close of the w ar, three bushels at hom e to one 
they have sold abroad, and th at in the inórense 
of corn—the only other cereal w hich we export 
to any ex ten t—one hundred bushels have beeu 
used at hom e to three and a h alf bushels ex ­ 
ported. 
In some years the disparity has been 
so great, th a t for every peek o f corn exported 
one hundred bushels have been consum ed in 
the hom e m arket. The farm ers see th a t in the 
increasing com petition from th e grain tighls of 
Russia, aud from Jte distant plains of India, the 
growth of the hom e m arket becom es daily of 
greater concern to them , and th a t its im pair­ 
m ent would depreciate the value of every acre 
of tillable lan d in the Union. 


OUR INTERNAL COMMERCE. 
Such facts as these, touching th e grow th and 
consum ption of cereals at home, give us some 
slight conception of th e vostqess o f the internal 
com m erce of the United States. 
They suggest, 
also, th at in addition to the advantages w hich 
the A m erican people enjoy from protection 
against foreign com petition, they enjoy th e ad­ 
vantages of absolute free trade over a larger 
area, ami w ith a greater population, th an any 
other nation. 
The internal com m erce of ottr 
thirty-eight States and nine Territories is carried 
on w ithout let or hindrance, w ithout tax, de­ 
tention or governm ental interference of any 
kind w hatever, it spreads freely over an area 
of three and a half m illion square m iles—al­ 
most 
equal 
in ex ten t to the whole Conti­ 
nent 
of 
Europe. 
The 
profits 
are 
en­ 
joyed to-day by .">6,000,000 o f A m erican free­ 
m en. aud from this enjoym ent no mouopoly 
is created. According to A lcsuader H am ilton, 
w hen he discussed the sam e sueject in 1790, the 
internal com petition w hich ta k e s place does 
aw ay w ith everything like monopoly, und by 
degrees reduces th e prices o f articles to the 
m inim um of a reasonable profit on the capital 
employed. It is ipjpwst-iblc to point to a single 
m onopoly in the United Htates th a t has been 
created or fostered by the industrial system 
w hich is uphold by the R epublican party. Com­ 
pared w ith our foreign com m erce, these dom estic 
exchanges are inconceivably great in am ount, 
requiring m erely as one instrum entality as large 
a m ileage of railw ay ax exists to-day in all 
th e other nations o f th e w orld com bined. 
These internal exchanges are estim ated by 
the Statistical B ureau of th e Treasury Dc 
yartm cn t 
to 
be 
annually 
tw enty 
tim es 
as great in am ount as our foreign com m erce. 
It is into this vast field o f hom e trade, at ouce 
th e creation and the heritage of th e Am erican 
people, th at foreign nations are striving by 
every device to enter. It is into this field th at 
th e opponents of our present revenue system 
would freely adm it the countries of E urope: 
countries into whose external trade we could 
not reciprocally enter; countries to w hich we 


should be surrendering every advantage of 
trade, from w hich we should be gaiuing n o th ­ 
ing in return, w hich w ould be disastrous to the 
m ecnauies and 
w orkingm en of th e United 
States. 
Wages 
are 
undoubtedly 
reduced 
w hen 
an 
industrious 
m an 
is 
not 
able 
by 
his 
earnings 
fit 
live 
in 
com fort, educate his children, and lay by suffi­ 
cient tor the necessity of age. The reduction of 
wages is inevitably consequent upon throw ing 
our hom e m arket open to th e world. 
We would 
deprive them o f the power to do this. It would 
prove a great calam ity to our country. It would 
produce a conflict between the poor aud the 
rich, and in the sorrowful degradation of the 
laborer w ould plant th e seeds ol public danger. 
The Republican party has steadily aim ed to 
m aintain 
just 
relations 
betw een 
labor 
and 
capital, 
guarding 
w ith 
care 
the 
rights of 
each. 
A 
conflict 
betw een the 
two 
has 
alw ays 
led 
in 
the 
past, and 
will alw ays lead In th e future, to th e injury of 
both. Labor is indispensable to th e creation 
and profitablé use of capital, and capital in ­ 
creases tlte efficiency and value of labor. 
Who­ 
ever arraigns the one against th e other is an 
enem y o f both. 
T hat policy is wisest w hich 
harm onizes th e tw o on the basis of absolute ju s­ 
tice. T he R epublican party has protected the 
free labor of A m erica, so th at its com pensation 
is larger th an is realized in any o th er country. 
It has guarded our people against the unfair 
com petition o f contract labor from China, 
and 
m ay 
be 
called 
upon 
to 
prohibit 
the grow th of a sim ilar evil from Europe. 
It is 
obviously u nfair to perm it capitalists to m ake 
contracts for cheap labor in foreign countries, 
to the h u rt and disparagem ent of th e labor of 
Am erican citizens. 
Such a policy like that, 
w hich would leave the tim e aud other condi­ 
tions of hom e labor exclusively In the control 
o f tlte em ployer, is injurious to all parties, not 
th e least so th e unhappy persons w ho are m ade 
the subjects of th e contract. The institutions of 
the United .States rest upon the intelligence aud 
virtue of th e people. Suffrage is m ade univer­ 
sal, us a just w eapon of self-protection to 
every 
citizen. 
It is 
not 
to the interest 
of the Republic that any econom ic system 
should be adopted w hich involves th e reduction 
o f wages to the hard standard prevailing else­ 
where. The R epublican party aim s to elevate 
and dignify labor—not to degrade it. 
As a sub­ 
stitute for th e industrial system , w hich, under 
R epublican adm inistrations, has developed such 
extraordinary prosperity, w ould th e opponents 
offer a policy w hich is but a series o f experi­ 
m ents upon our 
system 
o f 
revenue ? 
A 
policy whose 
end m ust 
be 
harm to our 
laborers and greater harm to our labor. 
Ex­ 
perim ent in the industrial aud financial system 
is the country's greatest dread, as stability 
is its greatest boon. E ven the uncertainty re­ 
sulting from the recent tariff' agitation in Con­ 
gress has hurtfully affected th e business of tlia 
entire country. Who can m easure the harm to 
our shops and our hom es, to ou r farm s aud our 
com m erce, if th e uncertainty of a perpetual 
tariff' agitation is to be iufiicted on th e country ? 
We are in th e m idst of an ab u n d an t harvest. 
We are on th e eve of the revival of general 
prosperity. N othing stands in our way but the 
dread o f a change in the in d u strial system 
w hich has w rought such w onders in the last 
tw enty years, aud w hich, w ith the pow er of in­ 
creased capital, w ill m ark still greater m arvels 
o f prosperity in th e tw enty years to come. 


OUR FOREIGN POLICY. 
Our foreign relations favor our dom estic de­ 
velopm ent. 
We are at peace w ith the world; 
at peace upon a sound basis, w ith no unsettled 
questions o f sufficient m agnitude to em barrass 
or distract us. 
H appily rem oved by our geo­ 
graphical position from participation or interest 
in these questions of dynasty o r boundary 
w hich so frequently disturb 
th e 
peace of 
Europe, we are left to 
cultivate friendly 
relations w ith 
all, 
and 
free 
from 
pos­ 
sible entanglem ent in tite quarrels o f any. 
T he U nited States lias no cause and no desire to 
engage in a quarrel w ith any pow er on earth, 
and we m ay rest in confidence th a t no power de­ 
sires to attack us. 
W ith the nations o f the 
W estern H em isphere we should cultivate closer 
relations, and for our com m on prosperity and 
advancem ent we should induce them Till to join 
w ith us, w ith an agreem ent that for th e future 
all 
in tern atio n al 
troubles 
iu 
North and 
South 
A m erican 
should 
be 
adjusted 
by 
im partial 
arbitration, 
and 
n o t 
by 
arm s. 
T his project w as 
part of 
th e fixed policy 
of 
P resident 
Garfield’s 
adm inistration, 
and it should, in m y judgm ent, be renew ed, its 
accom plishm ent on th is continent w ould favor 
ably affect th e nations beyond the sea,-anB thus 
pow erfully contribute, at no distant day, to the 
universal acceptance of the philanthropic and 
C hristian principle oi arbitration. 
The effect 
even of suggesting it for th e Npanisli-American 
States has been m ost happy, and lias increased 
th e confidence o f those people in our friendly 
disposition. 
It fell to m y lot, as Secretary of 
State, in June, l$8l, to quiet apprehensions iu 
th e Republic of Mexico by giving the assurance, 
iu an official dispatch, th at th ere is not the 
faintest desire in the United States for territorial 
aggrandizem ent south of th e Rio G rande river. 
The boundaries o f th e tw o republics have been 
established in conform ity w itli the t>cst jurisdic­ 
tional interests of both. The line o f deinarka- 
tion is not m erely one o f convenience. It is 
m ore. 
It separates a Spanish-A m erican people 
from a Saxon-A m eriean people. It divides one 
great nation from another w ith a distinct and 
natural finality. We seek th e conquest of peace. 
We 
desire 
to 
extend 
our 
com m erce in 
an 
especial 
degree 
w ith 
onr 
friends 
and 
neighbors 
on 
th is 
continent. 
We 
have 
not 
im proved 
our 
relations 
w ith 
Spanish A m erica as we should, au d as we m ight 
hav.e done. 
For m ore th an a generation th e 
sym pathy of these countries has been allowed 
to drift aw ay from us. We should now m ake 
every effort to gain th eir friendship. Our trade 
w ith them is already large. D uring the last de­ 
cade our exchanges in the w estern hem isfthere 
have am ounted to three h u n d red and fifty 
raillions of dollars—nearly one-fourth of ouron- 
tire foreign com m erce. To those who m ay bo 
disposed to underrate the value ofour trade with 
the countries of N orth and South Am erica, it 
m ay be well to state th a t their production is 
nearly fifty m illions, aud th at, in proportion 
to aggregate num bers, we im port nearly double 
as m uch front them as we do from Europe. But 
the result of the whole am ount o f trade is iu a 
high degree unsatisfactory. Tlte im ports during 
th e past year exceeded $225,(Xiu,000, w hile the 
exports w ere less th an 8125,000,000, show ing a 
balance against us o f m ore th an 5100,000,000. We 
send large sum s to Europe in coin, or its equiva­ 
lent. to pay European m anufacturers for the 
goods tvhich they send to Spanish Am erica. 
We 
are but paym asters tor this enorm ous am ount 
annually to European factors—an am ount w hich 
is a serious draft m everVTinancial depression 
U[>on our resources of specie. Cannot this con­ 
dition of trade in a great part be changed? Can­ 
not the m arket for our products be greatly en­ 
larged? We have m ade a beginning in our effort 
to im prove the trade relations w ith Mexico, 
and we should not be content uniil sim ilar 
and m utually advantageous arrangem ents have 
been successfully m ade w ith every nation of 
North und .South Amcriea. 
W hile th e Great 
Powers of Europe are steadily enlarging tlieir co 
loniul dom ination in Asia and Africa, it is the 
especial province of this couutrv to im prove 
and expand its trade w ith the nations of Am er­ 
ica. No field prom ises so m uch. 
No field lias 
been cultivated so little. Our foreign policy 
should be A m erican policy in the broadest 
sense—a policy of peace and friendship, of com ­ 
m ercial enlargem ent. 
The nam e of 
Am er­ 
ican, w hich 
belongs 
to 
us 
in 
our 
na­ 
tional 
capacity, 
m ust 
alw ays 
exact 
the 
just pride of patriotism . Citizenship o f the Re­ 
public must la- tlte panopoly and safeguard of 
him w ho wears it. The A m erican citizen, rich 
or poor, native or naturalized, w hite or colored, 
m ust everyw here w alk secure iu his personal or 
civil rights. The Republic should never accept 
a lesser duty. 
It can never assum e a noblerone 
than the protection of th e hum blest m an who 
owes it loyalty—protection at hom e, aud protec­ 
tion w hich shall follow him abroad into w hat­ 
ever land he m ay go upon a law ful errand. 


TH E SOUTHERN STATES. 
I recognize, not w ithout regret, the necessity of 


speaking o f t wo sections of our com m on coun­ 
try; but th e regret dim inishes w hen I see th at 
the elem ents which separated them are fast dis­ 
appearing. 
Prejudices have yielded and are 
yielding, w hile a growing cordiality w arm s the 
Southern an d th e N orthern heart alike. Can 
any one doubt th a t betw een the sections confi­ 
dence and esteem are to-day m ore m arked th an 
at any period in the sixty years preceding the 
election o f President Lincoln ? T his is th e result, 
in part, of tim e, and iu part o f R epublican prin ­ 
ciples. applied under the favorable conditions 
of uniform ity. 
It w ould be a great calam ity to 
change these influences, un d er 
w hich 
the 
S outhern com m onw ealths are learning to vindi­ 
cate civil rights, and adapting them selves to 
th e conditions of political tran q u illity an d indi­ 
vidual progress, 
if there be occasional and 
violent outbreaks in the South against this 
peaceful progress, the public opinion o f th e 
country regards them as exceptional, an d hope­ 
fully trusts th at each will prove the last. The 
South needs capital and occupation, not contro 
versy, as m uch as any part of the North. 
The South needs 
the full protection o f the 
revenue laws, w hich the 
R epublican party 
offers. Some of the Southern States h ave a l­ 
ready entered upon a career of industrial de­ 
velopm ent and prosperity. These at least should 
not lend th eir electoral votes to destroy th eir 
ow n ftiture. Any effort to unite the Southern 
Slates upon issues th a t grow out of the memo­ 
ries of the w ar w ill sum m on the N orthern 
States to com bine in the asrerti'tti of th a t na­ 
tionality w hich was th eir inspiration iu the late 
civil struggle, and “thus great energies, w hich 
should be united in a com m on industrial devel­ 
opm ent, will be wasted in hurtful strife. The 
Dem ocratic party shows itself a foe to Southern 
prosperity by alw ays evoking and encouraging 
political consolidation. Such a policy quenches 
th e rising instinct of patriotism in th e heart of 
th e Southern youth. 
It revives and stim ulates 
prejudice. It substituti - the spirit of barbarie 
vengeance tor the love of peace, progress and 
harm ony. 
TH E CIVIL SERVICE. 


T he general chorat ter of the civil service of 
th e United States, under all adm inistrations, 
lias been honorable. In the one suprem e test— 
th e collection aud distribution aud disburse- 
m eat of revenue—th e record of fidelity 1ms 
never 
been 
surpassed 
iu 
any 
nation. 
W ith the alm ost fabulous sum s which were 
received and paid during the late w ar, scrupu­ 
lous Integrity w as th e prevailing rule. Indeed, 
throughout th at trying period it can lie st.hl to 
the honor of the A m erican nam e, th at u n faith ­ 
fulness and dishonesty am ony civil officers were 
as rare as m isconduct an d cow ardice were on 
th e field of battle. T he grow th o f th e country 
has continually and necessarily enlarged the 
civil service, until it includes a vast body of 
officers. The rules an d m ethods of appoint­ 
m ents w hich prevailed w hen the num ber 
was sm aller has 
been 
found 
insufficient 
and im practicable, and earnest efforts have 
been m ade to separate the great mass of 
m inisterial officers from partisan influence and 
personal control. Im p artiality in the m ode of 
appointm ent to be bused on qualification, and 
the security of tenure to be based on the faith­ 
ful discharge o f duty, are the two ends to be 
accom plished. 
The public business will lo 
aided by separating the legislative branch of 
tire G overnm ent from all control o f api>oint- 
m euts, and th e E xecutive D epartm ent w ill 
lo relieved by subjecting 
appointm ents by 
fixed rules, and th u s rem oving them 1'rom the 
caprice o f favoritism . But there should be a 
rigid enforcem ent of the law , w hich gives iu all 
cases o f equal com petency the preference to 
th e soldiers w ho risked th eir lives in the 
defense o f the Union. 
I entered Congress in 
Its; ;, an d in a som ew hat prolonged service I 
never found it expedient to request or recom ­ 
m end the rem oval of a civil officer, except in 
few in stan ces,an d this for non-political rea­ 
sons. w hich were instantly conclusive w ith the 
appointing power. The officers in the District 
appointed by Mr. Lincoln in 1861. upon tlie rec­ 
om m endation o f my predecessor, served as a 
rule u n tild e a th or resignation, i adopted, at 
rite beginning o f ray service, the test of com ­ 
petitive exam ination lor appointm ents to West 
Point, and 
m aintained 
it, 
so 
far 
as 
I 


t h e ; p u b l i c 
l a n d s . 
The strength of the Republic is increased by 
the m ultiplication of landholders. 
Our laws 
should look to the judicious encouragement o f 
actual settlers on the public domain, while it 
should henceforth be heid’as a sacred trust for 
the benefit of those seeking homes. 
The 
tendency to consolidate large tracts of land in 
the 
ownership of 
individuals 
or cor]Ki- 
ratious should, with a proper 
regard to 
vested rights, be discouraged. 
One hundred 
thousand tict es of land in the hands of one man 
is far less profitable to tlte nation in every way 
than when its ownership is divided among 
1,900. The evil of permitting large tracts of the 
national domain to be consolidated and con* 
trolled by tlie few against the many is en­ 
hanced when the persons controlling it are 
aliens, 
it 
is 
but 
fair that the public 
lands should be disposed of only lo actual set­ 
tlers. and to those who are citizens of the repub­ 
lic, or are willing to become so. 


OUR SH IITIN U INTERESTS. 
Am ong our national interests one languishes— 
th e foreign carrying trade. It w as seriously 
crippled in our civil w ar, au d an o th er blow was 
given to it in the general substitution of steam 
for sail in oeean traffic. 
\\ ith n frontage on th o 
two great oceans, w ith a freightage larger th an 
th a t o f any o th er nation, we have t very induce­ 
m ent to restore our navigation: yet tho G. 
m cnt lias hitherto refused its help. A small 
ot the encouragem ent given by th e Qoven 
to railw ays und to m anufactures, uud a 
share of th e capital and the zeal given t 
citizens to these 
enterprises, 
would 
carried 
our 
ships 
to every 
sea 
every js.rt. 
A law just enacted 
some o f the burdens upon « 
inspires a hope th a t litis gri 
last receive its due share 
efforts in th is direction 
oouragem ent.

Religious liberty is the rig h t of even- citizen 
in tlie republic.

For a century, un d er this 
guarantee, Protestant an d Catholic, Jew and 
G entile, have worshiped God according to the

religions liberty m ust not be perverted to the 
justification of offenses against the law . A 
religious sect i», strongly intrenched in one of 
tlte Territories of the Union, and spreading 
rapidly into four o th er Territories, claim ing the 
right to destroy the great safeguard aud m onu­ 
m ent of social order, and to practice as a re­ 
ligions 
privilege 
th a t 
w hich is a 
crim e 
punished 
w ith 
severe 
penalty 
in every, 
State o f the Union. 
The 
sacredness and 
unity of the 
fam ily 
m ust 
be preserved, 
as the foundation of all civil governm ents, as 
the source of orderly adm inistration, as the 
surest guarantee of m oral purity. The claim of 
th e Mormons th at they are divinely authorized 
to practice polygam y should no m ore be ad 
m itted th an the claim o f certain h eath en tribes, 
if they should come am ong us to continue the 
rite of hum an sacrifice. The law docs not inter 
fere w ith w hat a m an 
believes. 
It takes 
cognizance of w hat lie does as a citizen 
Tlte 
Mormons 
are 
entitled 
to 
the sam e 
civil rights as others, Rttd to these they m ust be 
confined. Polygam y can never receive national 
sanction o r toleration by adm ittin g the com m u 
nitv th a t upholds it as a Ntate in the Union. 
Like others, th e Mormons m ust learn th at the 
liberty of the individual ceases w here the right - 
of society begin. 
OUR CURRENCY. 


The people of the United States, though often 
urged and 
tem pted, have 
never seriously 
contem plated th e recognition of an y other 
m oney th an 
gold 
and 
silver, au d 
cur­ 
rency 
directly 
convertible 
into 
them . 
They havo 
not 
done so. and 
they will 
not 
do 
so 
under 
any 
necessity 
less 
pressing than th a t o f a desperate war. The 
special requisite for th e com pletion o f our m on­ 
etary system is th e fixing of th e relative values 
o f silver and gold. The large use o f silver as 
the m oney of account am ong A siatic nations, 
taken iu connection w ith th e increasing com­ 
m erce of the world, gives th e w eightiest rea­ 
sons for international agreem ent in th e prem ­ 
ises. Our G overnm ent should not cease to urge 
this m easure until a com m on standard of value 
shall be reached and established—a standard 
th a t shall enable the U nited States to use the 
silver from its m ines as an auxiliary to gold in 
settling th e balances of com m ercial exchange. 


How- to O b se rv e W ild A n im als. 
Whenever i have seen a mink in my 
meadow rambles, savs I)r. Ü. C. Abbott in 
August “ Popular Science Monthly,” 1 have 
been impressed with the fact that all ani­ 
mals that fear man areas much on tlie 
lookout for him, and try as sedulously to 
■ivoid him as they do any of tiicir natural 
enemies. 
If they do so, is it at all strange 
tiiat we so seldom see them when we go 
bungling about their haunts? 
We proba­ 
bly never take a walk in the woods that w e 
are not watched by many creatures which 
we do not see: 
and many a squeak or 
whistle which, if beard at ail, is attributed 
to some bird, is a signal cry of danger made 
by some one animal which, having seen us, 
takes this method of warning its fellows. I 
have more titan once tested this in tito t ase 
of the mink. Mooring my boat near wit ero 
I had reason to believe these animals hud 
their nests, and remaining perfectly quiet 
and in hiding, I have usually been reward­ 
ed by seeing the minks moving about as 
soon as their confidence was restored by 
the absence of all signs of life invtr about 
the boat. 
They would come out of their 
burrows, o r from under large roots, and 
dive into the water, or it might be that they 
carried a mussel from tlte shore to tlieir re­ 
treat. 
Any act of this kind, free from tho 
restraint oi' fear, is in the case of all ani­ 
mals the most interesting and instructivo, 
and, were our opportunities of this kind 
more frequent, our knowledge of animal 
life would soon he largely increased. 


A rn o ld 's H id in g P la c e . 
An interesting discovery was me ’ 
Thomas Ailing a few days ago at 
Benedict Arnold House in Water 
New Haven, Conn. 
In taking out a 
tion of the garret floor ho found a v 
w hich is supposed to have been us* 
Arnold during the war of the Kevolut:* 
as a hiding place for suspects or fugitiv- 
whom he wished to befriend. The lift in 
of some of the garret Door planking re­ 
vealed the pocket or vault underneath. 
It 
is about -11 feet deep and t! feet square, and 
is plastered on tlte sides. Two or moro 
persons could remain in concealment there 
without being crowded. The vault is lo 
eated by the side of tlie large old-fashioned 
chimney. On the lloor adjacent to the 
vault formerly stood a large b o o k c a s e , and 
it is supposed that through this entrance 
was obtained to the hiding place. 
Inside 
the vault are plain evidences of a fotmer 
staircase extending to a small inclosed 
pace on another side of the chimney. This 
piuco, which is now plastered up,is supposed 
have been a sort of a closet. 
Whether 
Arnold used the vault for secreting Tories 
or the puiriots, or built it to afford a retreat 
for himself, no one knows. 
That it -hpuld 
have remained undiscovered until Mr. A il­ 
ing accidentally found it shows that it was 
well designed for the purpose which led to 
its construction.—[Boston Post. 


T h e M ilita ry in G e rm a n y . 
Germany has gone to extraordinary ex­ 
pense since 1N71 in order to consolidate her 
military supremacy. 
In Alsace Lorraine 
alone they have expended $32,000.000 to 
make their possession unassailable. 
Tlte 
fortified camp of Straaberg-Kehl is simply 
impregnable, 
it contains immense stores 
of provisions of every kind: others arc 
packed in trains waiting, as it wery, under 
steam, and require but a telegraphic order 
to be disj>atched in any direction. Anxious 
to strengthen their position on the sea they 
have spent $¡>5,000,000 to defend their long 
coast line. 
As regards inland places they 
have swalled $-10,000,000. 
Metz, Thionvillo 
and Saarlouis form together the so-called 
Lorraine triangle, toward which all the 
forces can be directed in an incredibly 
short space of time. Ten lines of railway 
end at the Rhine; eight lines connect tho 
Rhine with the fortified parts of Lorraine, 
and seven lines reach the Russian frontier. 
Thus, to east or west, Germany is able to 
mass at a moment’s notice enormous bodies 
of men at any given point, and with equally 
enormous quantities of supplies anil am­ 
munition. Militarism is indeed an incubus 
on the German people, and there* are many 
signs that its oppressiveness is felt.

OVERPRODUCTION OF FRUIT

In an article published in the rrairii 
Farmer, Theo. Goodrich, Secretary of the 
Cobden, 111., Horticultural Clnb, states that 
the growing of small fruit in the fruit sec­ 
tions of Illinois and Michigan is being 
overdone. 
He says that in the vicinity of 
Cobden, 111., the price of strawberries wa> 
so small this year on account of the large 
acreage and abundant yield that there was 
but a very small profit, and as soon as the 
crop was off many plowed up their fields 
and planted them to corn. 
“ The planting of fruits and vegetables 
South, for shipment North,” he continues, 
“ has been carried much beyond either 
moderation or profit. To many planters 
in Dixie the road to wealth seems to lie 
through orchards and strawberry fields, 
and all that was thought necessary was to 
plant front one to fifteen acres of fruit to 
secure an income scarcely less than from a 
Comstock mine, and far more certain. The 
whole South runs a fruit garden. 
Planting 
has been carried' so far to amount toa 
mania, and all fruit-growers from Chicago 
to New Orleans must suffer during the next 
five years from a tidal wave of over-produc­ 
tion. The fruit is growing faster than the 
cities that consume it. 
This shows the 
ruinous result of a rush in any direction.” 
Tiius the question of overproduction in 
fruits, which has not unfroquently been 
raised and discussed in California, would 
seem to have arrived at a stage of present 
consideration at the East. That the natural 
tendency from increase of production is a 
decrease in price, resulting from the sup­ 
ply of demand, is a self-evident fact, and 
one which should always be taken into 
consideration in the pursuit of any indus­ 
try. Also, that it is characteristic of Amer­ 
icans, if not with a much larger portion of 
the human race, to rush on masse like 
sheep into whatever is for the lime yield­ 
ing greatest returns, regardless of what 
must inevitably result from such course, 
cannot 
he 
gainsaid. 
And 
this, 
at 
first 
view, 
would 
sesm 
to 
apply 
with exceptional force to the 
case of 
California by reason of her great distance 
from outside markets, for not only will the 
item of transportation be greater against 
our products, but our surplus of fruit over 
home consumption will also, in three years 
more, be far greater in proportion than 
that of the East or South. 
Are we then in this State arriving at a 
point, already close at hand, when fruit 
growing will be overdone, and hence be­ 
come unprofitable, as Mr. Goodrich indi­ 
cates to be the case in the East and South ? 
We think, as has before been stated by 
the R ecord-TTnion, that such is not the 
case, for while remoteness from market, 
and less home consumption in proportion 
to the volume of production, are against 
us, the fact must not be lost eight of, that 
California fruits, with the extra cost for 
transportation added, can successfully com­ 
pete, by reason of superior quality, with 
those raised near by the Eastern market, 
and even command prices affording a bet­ 
ter margin of profit. 
This, however, is not 
the only or principal source of our safety 
from overproduction, but it lies in the 
facility .w ith 
which 
our 
fruits can 
be 
converted 
into 
other 
channels 
o f 
growing 
demands 
in 
oom- 
rnerce, 
resulting 
to 
the 
producer 
equally as 
profitable as by shipment 
abroad in the ripe state. 
Our grapes, 
which will continue to be sold for from 
three to five hundred per cent, higher at 
the East than those raised there, will also, 
as has been fully demonstrated, make as 
good wines as those imported from France, 
and which are already sold by dishonest 
dealers 
at the East for fine imported 
brands. Continued improvement in the 
quality of our raisins during another five 
years to the same extent as that obtained 
in the five years last past will place us on 
an equal footing with the best now im ­ 
ported, if even 
now 
some have not 
acquired that degree oí excellence. As to 
peaches, apricots, prunes and other fruits, 
our dry climate and exemption from rain 
during the fruit ripening season give to 
the orenardists of California an advantage 
in the curing of fruits which, when fully 
entered upon as a method of disposing of 
the surplus beyond the demands at profit­ 
able rates for home consumption, shipping 
and canning, will amount to an almost ex- 


that is at once expeditious and perfect in 
its work. The vine to be grafted is sawed 
off transversely four inches below the sur­ 
face of the ground, and a slot made in it 
by another tool adapted neatly for the pur­ 
pose. The scion is inserted and fits per­ 
fectly, and failure to “ take ” reduced to a 
minimum. The old process of cleft graft­ 
ing is neither neat nor entirely successful, 
and any improvement upon it cannot but 
be looked on with favor. W ith this ap­ 
paratus two men can readily graft 1,000 to 
1,2<X) in a day of ten hours. The doctor 
has filed letters patent upon his invention.

Agricultural writers, says the Miller's Re­ 
view, are now amusing themselves by telling 
their readers how much manure a ton of 
bran will make. The latest writer says it 
will produce $14 50 worth. This is at the 
rate o f three-fourths of a cent a pound for 
the bran, l’retty good material for manure 
this, and the only one we ever heard of 
that would give such results. 
We know of 
some mills, however, which might turn 
out this kind of bran. 
They are not called 
Hour m ills nowadays, however. They are 
now known as corn-cob mills. 
Here is an infallible specific against all 
manner of poultry vermin, which will do 
no violence to incubating eggs, nor soil a 
feather of the fow l: Fiour of sulphur, five 
pounds; fluid commercial carbolic acid, 
one drachm ; mix thoroughly in a pan or 
box with a stick, and then with naked hand 
take the fowl by both legs, and resting it 
f>n the breast, put a handful of the earbol- 
ized sulphur on the fluff and gently work 
it all through the feathers. 
In five days 
you can not find tun insect wit it a micro­ 
scope.—[Fancier’s Gazette. 
Vick says that soot is oneof the most val­ 
uable substances the gardener can employ. 
That from coal is better than that from 
wood. It can be employed as a fertilizer 
for any crop, and it is not only valuable as 
a manure, but to drive away' insects that 
attack cabbage, turnip, radish and other 
plants. It contains a bitter principle which 
insects do not fancy, and repels, also, by its 
grittiness. Jn the liquid form use a peek 
to a hogshead of water, and apply to straw­ 
berries, roses, etc., from a sprinkler. 
Fanners are often bothered to know what 
to do with young calves that they don't 
care to either raise or fatten. Cut it up, 
and when you are boiling some potatoes 
tor the hogs and bens, put in tiie meat on 
the potatoes. Your hens will relish a meal 
ol it two or three times a week and shell 
out the eggs to pay for your trouble. The 
boys can tan the calf-skin by sprinkling on 
salt and ulum, and it will be useful lor 
wagon cushions, etc. 
The New York Experiment Station finds 
by analysis that there is very little differ­ 
ence in nutritive value between the narrow­ 
leaved plantain and timothy. The objec­ 
tion to the plantain must be, therefore, 
says the Bulletin, that it occupies more 
space in growth than would the saíne nu­ 
tritive value in the form of grass. 
As to the question, W ill a change from 
North to South change the character of ap­ 
ples/ 
It will not change their nature but 
it will change their season, the winter ap­ 
ples becoming fall or summer fruit, and the 
summerand fall sorts much earlier.—[Cleve­ 
land Leader. 
From the report of Consul Frisbie it ap­ 
pears that the manufacture in France of 
fine champagne requires great care and 
skill from the picking of the grapes until 
the product is sent to market. At least 
two years are requisite to make good cham­ 
pagne. 
There is no use in cleaning vour poultry 
house unless you burn the old nests. They 
will harbor more of the various kinds of 
poultry parasites than you can ever exter­ 
minate with a whitewash brush.—[Trov 
Times. 
W inding a string tightly around the 
body of a liinb in June or Julv, will cause 
barren fruit trees to yield the following 
season. 
The string should be cut the fol­ 
lowing winter or early spring. 
Do not, in feeding calves, change too sud­ 
denly irom one food to another, ami give 
no more than is readily eaten. 
A good crop of beets will be found an ex­ 
cellent adjunct to the grain and hay food 
for stock. 


BUTUSUS SPEECH. 


B efore 
Ills Views in F a ll a s K xpressed 
t h e C o n v e n tio n , 
Following is the speech in full of Gen­ 
eral B. F. Butler, delivered before the Na­ 
tional Democratic Convention at Chicago, 
upon the adoption of the platform , as sten- 
ographically reported for, and published in 
the pa[iers of that city : 
Gentlemen oj the Orrueniion: I appear before 
vou with great diffidence. having to differ with 
the very able committee of which I was an asso­ 
ciate. Many and most things in tho platform I 
agree to. You have heard the various proposi­ 
tions read which I have submitted, and which 
were not agreed to. 1 shall speak to you now In 
tho time submitted to me of but one. where 
there are the greatest and most radical differ­ 
ences between the two platforms, and it is all 
comprised in asingle sentence. Everything else 
w as agreed to. We both Hgroed that there is no 
constitutional j>ower in tho government to raise 
a dollar7staxes beyond die necessary expenses 
of ou economical and honest administration. 
[Applause.] We all agree that those could lie 
raised for taxation from customs revenues alter 
the m anner of our fathers. We agree that the 
material used in the arts and the necessaries of 
life, not produced in this country, must be 
untaxed. Where we differed was in this. 1 
claim that in raising th at revenue it was the 
duty of the Government so to adjust the laws as 
to best promote American enterprises and foster 
and cherish American labor. [Applause.] 
Think of it a moment. The Democratic party 
refusing, when they must raise taxes, to raise 
them in such manner us best to sustain their 
own laboring men. [Applause.] 
Wfli that do? 
[Criesof “ No!” “ No!"] Are you ready to go 
into a contest with our opponents with 'such a 
platform? I come here as no mendicant—no 
beggar. 1 come here representing mure than 
1,500,000 laboring 
men. 
[Cheers. | 
I have 
brought their condition before this Convention. 
I demand not that you should give them any­ 
thing, but when you are taking from the people 
that you hike it only where it will hurt them 
least. Is that an unreasonable dem and? Do 
you think you can get along without them ? 1 
do n o t; and therefore 1 brought them here as 
your allies, if you receive them, and they will 
see me go away sorrowiag if you do not receive 
them. I object to the 


TAP.1VK PLANK OF YOUR PLATFORM 
Adopted by your committee, for it took them 
thirty-six hours to frame it [laughter], and if it 
took these able gentlemen that time to frame it 
and get it in form, there must be some reason 
for i t ; and if they could not find out what they 
meant in thirty-six hours, how is a laboring mail 
to find out what it m eans? [Applause and 
laughter.] The tariff plank ol the platform 
should be so that he who runs muv read. [I/md 
applause.] The difficulty was that there was a 
radical difference betw een u s - a difference ol 
principle. The very able Chairman of the com­ 
mittee, Colonel Morrison, for whom I have the 
very highest respect, because h e believes that 
there should be no such thing as protection of 
American labor by revenue taxation—indeed, I 
think he believes that it cannot be done; and I 
believe there should be that protection—such 
fostering, such cherishing. He could not yield 
his convictions. X could not vield mine. And 
therefore our associates upon the committee had 
to spend all their time to say. something which 
would mean one thing one war and another 
thing another. [Applause.] And now read that 
platform. Read that tariff plank, am! then see 
if you can find out exactly what it docs mean. 
(Loud laughter and applause.] 
It does not 
mean protection. If it did. Colonel Morrison is 
too honest a man to bring it here. [Applause 
and cries of “ Correct.” ] And yet it is twisted 
so that it Is supposed that it might mean pro­ 
tection. 
UNPLKASANT REMINISCENCES. 
Democrats in the Convention, you passed a 
tariff plank in 1ST5, a tariff' for revenue only 
[applause]—only for revenue; and you had a 
statesman on it that could carry a ’ very poor 
platform on his back and yet win. In ISSO you 
had a tariff for revenue onlv, and it broke the 
back of the most gallant soldier in the country. 
[Applause.] And you lost. And now vou have 
got a tariff lor public purposes exclusively. 
W hat is the difference? "E xclusively” means 
“ only,” and "only "m ean s "oxeiutivelv.” 
[Laughter and applause.] Think it over. 
I "*m 
here about no boy's plav. The success of this 
campaign, in my judgment, before God depeDds 
upon the question this night to be sealed here 
and now. if you would s ay to the workingmen 
of New York, New Jersey, Connecticut, New 
Hampshire and Massachusetts that vou mean 
protection to their intercuts, where you cannot 
say it for certain, God help you, lor I cannot. 
[Applause.] Your platform saysths 


in order to look over the books and see who aro 
defaulters, and they want to be all turned out, 
or else when you try to punish them they will 
protect one another, a s 'they did in the “ star 
route” trial. Again, 1 want frequent change of 
office in order to Counteract the great tendency 
of these times to a caste aristocracy of life of­ 
fices. If an office is a good tiring, then 1 want 
ail the people to have a chance at it. [Laugh­ 
ter.] If it is a had thing, it is too hard to put it 
on a poor fellow for his life. [Laughter.] In the 
closing moments of the time permitted to me, 
1 want to call your attention back to the main 
thing, because all of these other matters are 
matters of slight consequence in the compari­ 
son. Bring your minds once more back to i his 
tariff' platform. 
Tell them this to-night—the 
working men and women of this country to­ 
night—whether wa will or will not protect 
them ; no, not protect, but cherish and foster 
like a mother her child, the laboring men and 
women of this country ; tell them that, and you 
will sweep the country, Reluse to tell them 
that, and they, sorrowful that the Democratic 
party has deserted them, will go their way sadiy 
to the workshops and remain there on election 
day. Now, ruy friends, I shall ask a call of the 
States upon the substitution of uiy tariff' plank 
for the tariff plank of the platform. There are 
objections—there are free trade notions against 
protection.

Therefore 
so long as we raise this money, si long soe lo it 
that you cherish and foster, in doing it, Amer­ 
ican industries, and take care of American men 
arid women, laboring for their support. Then 
let me say to you that if you do that the Democ­ 
racy shall go on and the country prosper under 
their rule, from year to year, from Presidential 
election to Presidential election, until the old 
times of Democracy shall oome back again 
when they held the country for more than a 
generation of men. [ Applause ami yells and 
cheers from tho galleries.] 
Mr. Cleveland, of Now Jersey—I rise toa point 
of order, which is that we be furnished copies 
of the minority report before we are usked to 
vote.

Nevada City and vicinity, says the Ne­ 
vada Herald, will have a very large crop of 
nearly every kind of fruit raised at this 
altitude the coming fall. The apple trees 
in some orchards are already bent very 
much from the heavy weight on* their 
limbs, many requiring props. The fruit 
on these tree- >■ not half grown yet. and 
when it has attained maturity, and unless 
great precaution is used, we have little 
doubt that many trees will have their large 
trunks wrenched in twain. 
Our apple 
crop is likely to be free from any of the 
posta that have troubled it for the past two 
or three years, owing to the fact that there 
was no crop to speak of last year, and con­ 
sequently the codlin moth got pretty well 
starved out. We will also have an abund­ 
ance of delicious nears this fall, but they 
can m arly all be disposed of, as there is a 
great demand for that variety of frnit in 
the East. We fear the apple crop will be- 
c mie a drug in ibis market, the^ame as it 
did a couple of years ago. 
A few days ago the writer witnessed the 
operation of a grape-grafting apparatus, 
invented and in use bv Dr. Congur; and it 
strikes us that the doctor hus a good thing 
in the way of rapid and economical graft­ 
ing. 
By this process 110 less than five sur­ 
faces are utilized on the scion, and adhesion 
reduced to a certainty.

SCIENTIFIC NOTES. 


A new process in shot-making does away 
with tlie tali towers. 
A strong current of 
air is forced on the lead as it falls into thi* 
water. 
A t the suggest ion of Professor Gray, the 
electrician, a Chicago jeweler has nmde a 
watch which it is claimed is proof against 
injury by electricity. It has a rim of electro­ 
plated iron as a guard. Two watches—one 
so guarded and one unguarded—were sub­ 
jected to a test with strong magnets re­ 
cently. 
The unguarded watch stopped 
instantly, but the other was not interfered 
with. 
For a cement for filling faults in castings 
take iron filings, free from rust, ten parts ; 
sulphur, I ; sal ammoniac, 0.8. These ari 
rnixod with w ater to a thick paste,which is 
rammed into the “ faults.” This becomes 
strong when (lie iron filings are rusted. 
The parts which have to be cemented are 
treated before the operation with liquid 
ammonia, so as to be perfectly free from 
grease. 
In tho northeastern island of Terra del 
Fuego the Ca people, who intermarry fre­ 
quently with the more southern Yabgans 
(as they are called by the English mission­ 
aries), are the tallest race on the globe, ac­ 
cording to the French Mission to Cape 
Horn report, presented to the Academy of 
Science, Paris, by Dr. Hahn. In stock and 
speech this tali people appear closely re­ 
lated to the Patagonians c f the continent. 
Professor Fitzgerald, oí the University 
Experimental Science Association, Dublin, 
has published a paper on the magneto 
phone, a new form of instrument which 
has been devised by VV. V. Dixon. 
In this 
a diaphragm removed from a telephone is 
placed in proximity to one end of a bar 
magnet, while at the other extremity of the 
magnet small m asses of soft iron fixed 
radially are rooted. 
A note is produced at 
the diaphragm. 
As showing the effect of darkness upon 
flowers, an English experimenter planted a 
hyacinth bull) in October, 1882, aud as soon 
as il cunmenced to sprout removed it to a 
perfectly dark but well-ventilated place, 
in March, 1888. a stem of (lark purple 
ffowers was produced, tl:e leaves of the 
plant living totally colorios?. 
In October, 
1883, the same bulb was again plunted, and 
was grown in the light through tho winter. 
It has (lowered again this year and the flower 
cluster is smaller and less deeply colored 
than that which came forth last soar in the 
darkness.

a profane expression has never passed in's 
lips. 
But if he were to take it into his 
head to try it once, he would niako even 
that disgusting habit seem beautiful—ho 
would handle it as it wus never handled 
before, and if there was a wholesome moral 
lesson hidden away in it anywhere he 
would ferret it out and use it, with tremen­ 
dous effect. 
Panoplied with his grand ei: 
dowrnents—his judgment, his discriurinat­ 
ing taste, his felicity of expression, his 
graceful fancy—if Mr. Beecher had a minu 
to swear he could throw into it any amount 
of poetry, and pathos, aud splendid im ­ 
agery, and moving earnestness, and resist­ 
less energy, topped oft' and climaxed with 
gorgeous pyrotechnic 
conflagration and 
filigree and fancy swearing that would 
astonish and delight the hearers, and for 
ever after quiver through his buwi dered 
memory an exquisite confusion of rain­ 
bows and music, anil thunder and light­ 
ning. 
A man of high order o f intellect 
and appreciation could ait and listen to Mr, 
Beecher swear for a week without getting 
tired. 
Mr. Beecher is very regular in his habits. 
He always goes to lied promptly between 
9 and 3 o’clock, and never upon any ac­ 
count allows him self to vary from this 
rule, 
lie is just as particular about getting 
up, which he does the next day generally. 
H e considered that to this discipline, and 
to this alone, he is indebted for the rugged 
health he has enjoyed ever since he adopted 
it.

The advent of any great disease that be­ 
comes epidemic, fearful as it may be to the 
race, evolves good in the attrition of views 
of learned men regarding it. Thus, in the 
present cholera revival, it cannot be but 
that the epidemic will broaden scientific 
knowledge concerning it, and give us new 
methods of arriving at the truth. Out of 
these we must bring remedies and means 
of resistance; so with the recurrence of 
opt iemics the danger of them is lessened, 
and the fear of them reduced. Sanitary 
sc ience, which lias had no superior in the 
advances made by it, would be dubbed a 
cheat had it not given its the means of de­ 
fending ourselves, to a very great extent, 
against disease. 
In the time of the early plagues it is not 
Conceivable that there could have been 
such mortality, distress and terror had the 
people known what men of this day do re­ 
garding public sanitation. 
The plague 
was born of filth in cities and dense popu­ 
lations, and no measures such as we now 
employ were used to remove the causes of 
the disease. Indeed, it was thought by 
multitudes to be a visitation of God. and 
that submission was necessary. But at this 
day we lane come to know that abatí 
every ill that visits us is the result of the 
violation of natural laws.

Only a few weeks ago the 
Crocodile troop ship came into Portsmouth 
from Bombay with cholera on board of 
Asiatic type, and by strict quarantine the 
disease was prevented from getting any 
footing on shore. About the same time a 
transport from Tonquin arrived at Toulon, 
and quarantine being neglected, the disease 
spread on shore and the world knows tlxe 
result. This ship, the Sari he, sailed from 
Saigon late in March. The last case of 
cholera upon her was April 5th, and the 
ship did not arrive at Toulon until about 
the middle of June. The clothing and 
effects of some soldiers who had died in 
Tonquin were sold from the Sarthe in the 
harbor of Toulon, by auction. The next 
day a man who was cleaning the ship went 
down with the cholera and the disease at 
once spread, fastening its fangs most deeply 
upon a pest hole in the harbor tilled witl 
foul drainage. This would all tend to show 
that Dr. Koch is wrong in his theory of the 
germ not being transmissible where the 
choleraic waste from the body has had am­ 
ple time to dry. It is barely possible that 
some of the clothing had remained suffi­ 
ciently damp to retain the germ alive, but 
this is scarcely probable, especially as the 
officers oí the ship prove that the clothing 
of all the cholera patients had been de­ 
stroyed at sea. 
l)r. Peters, a health official of New York, 
and an eminent authority on cholera, holds 
that quarantine against the disease is effect 
ive. provided it is regulated os in England, 
concerning which he says: 
There they only quarantine vessels for front 
three to six days, and in that time do more than 
is done elsewhere in the regular forty days. 
Here is a case in point. Some years ago a for­ 
eigner arrived in England from Havre. He wax 
prostrated by cholera soon after his arrival. He 
was put in hospital, questioned as to the route 
he had taken, and then, sir, the English officials 
went over that route, visited the houses he had 
visited and disinfected everyone of them. 
So 
they stamped out the disease. 
In this country 
the officials have at times been shamefully neg­ 
ligent. Would you believe, forexample, that in 
1823 emigrants suffering from cholera were al­ 
lowed to'land in this country, and that that is 
the reason why the records of public health 
during May, June and July of that year have 
been suppressed? A nice tale they would tell, 
wouldn't they ? In the same way yellow fever 
has been brought into this country, and God 
knows if similar mismanagement will not yet 
expose us to the same scourge. 
He further recites that the contagion may 
be spread by clothing and even by letters ; 
and tells of a Dutch family, nine in num­ 
ber, ihat died of cholera in one of the 
Western States. 
A negro appropriated a 
coat belonging to one of them and took it 
into the kitchen of a lunatic asylum where 
he was employed. 
A second negro pur­ 
loined the coat and wore it. The two 
negroes died within two or three days. In 
a similar manner a woman and her daugh­ 
ter, who walked for nine days from Odessa 
to Altenburg, in Saxony, spread the epi­ 
demic through the whole of Saxony. 
The 
doctor adds that thorough quarantining is 
the only possible guard against cholera, 
though even that may not always be suc­ 
cessful. The notion that the epidemic is 
“ in the air" and consequently unavoidable 
is absurd, as it has been clearly proved that 
it is both portable and communicable. 
It is eleven years since the cholera 
scourged Europe. In the interval there 
lias been great sanitary activity, and Eu­ 
rope and America should be. and unques­ 
tionably are, better prepared to resist the 
disease than they were eleven years ago. 
Of course there may be some new develop­ 
ments for which there have been no suf­ 
ficient preparations. For instance, the dis­ 
ease has for the first time come direct to 
Europe—that is to say, it lias not made its 
advent by either of the two great routes it 
has heretofore pursued out of India and 
out of Egypt, and this is a fact to he in­ 
quired into at length. But while the in­ 
creased commerce of tlie world, and the 
augmented means of transportation have 
increased the ease with which the cholera 
travels, and given speed to a disease that 
has been set down as slow m progression 
over the world, it is to he kept in mind that 
it is more controllable than ever before, be­ 
cause of the increased knowledge we have 
of it, and of the food upon which it lives. 
We understand better than ever before how 
tocare for those sick with the disease; we 
know we must practice no concealment, 
must vigorously apply sanitary regulations, 
adapt our methods of living to the char­ 
acter of the menace of the plague, and con­ 
trol our fears in its presence. These things 
enable the civilized world to very greatly 
circumscribe the bounds of the pest, and to 
limit its ill. Thus while our commercial 
advancement exposes us to new risks, the 
increased sum of human knowledge, due 
to the attrition of scientific 
views and 
experiences, lias provided us with fitter 
weapons of defense, so that wo are vastly 
better off than were the people of a cen­ 
tury ago, notwithstanding that our expo­ 
sure is greater than was theirs.

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isl that disinfection of clothing, etc., is 
icacious and illusory. On the other 
1. the sanitarians of America and Eng- 
bring forward the strongest evidences 
efficacy of fumigation and disinfec­ 
tion, while isolation of the patients is a 
matter upon which they are agreed. Wliv? 
Because they lieliove that the disease is 
transmissible in clothing, papers, and in 
the atmosphere. They are not a unit, how­ 
ever, as to the value of quarantine, since 
some show thftt the disease has appeared 
at remote paints, distant from each other 
and the seaboard, simultaneously, it: a 
common county, as was the case in the 
1'nitcd States on two occasions. Yet we 
have before us now the testimony of the 
London Standard that the cholera which 
Broke out in London in 1873 among oue 
hundred newly-arrived immigrants was 
confined 
to 
them 
by their 
instant 
removal to a hospital ship, and the com- 
filctc isolation of the vessel, and not a cat. 


The Republican State Convention is to 
meet in this city next week. Jt will prob­ 
ably. in accordance with custom, make a 
platform.

tions of which should be mutual. The 
very worst thing the parties in a State or 
country can do is to outbid each other, or 
seek to do bo, in the effort to conciliate sup­ 
posed popular sentiment. 
A platform 
should neither assail industries or interests 
on the one hand, nor bolster them on the 
other, where they are legitimately prose­ 
cuted and are under the fostering care of 
the State. All such efforts are demagogic, 
and the way to defeat demagogism is to 
avoid even the appearance of it. The peo­ 
ple can only ho deceived by Democratic 
subterfuges if the Republicans indorse 
those subterfuges themselves. 
It is un­ 
questionably the desiré of the people of 
this State that there shall be no further 
efforts to enkindle the fading embers of 
prejudice and unreasoning hatred that re­ 
main to testify to the disastrous conse­ 
quences that resulted to this State from 
former hot political contentions on ques­ 
tions that rightly have no place in politics, 
but should be left to the practical and self­ 
possessed commercial sense of the people, 
and to the special forum to which this 
people has purposely relegated them for 
the very purpose of divorcing them from 
politics.

bage, and every house is to he inspected, 
and every owner or occupant beforóed.to 
disinfect his cellars and drains, and clear 
out all pools and pits and purify them.

Tlte Board of Health of San 
has declared the Mexican ports, Guavmus 
and Mazatlan, infected with yellow fever, 
and ordered all vessels hailing therefrom 
to he quarantined on their arrival in San 
Francisco. As to the period of detention 
all the San Francisco papers disagree. 
It 
seems a little singular that the reporters 
could not record the actual fact. One paper 
says the detention is to continue until the 
Health Officer is satisfied no harm cun 
come from landing the passengers and 
cargo; another savs it is to be for eight 
days, including the period of the voyage; 
another that it is to he nine days from the 
date of touching at the last port. By this 
action of the health authorities it is settled 
that the yellow fever is epidemic in Mexico 
and now for fully three months we will 
probably he menaced from that quarter. 
It gives the lie also to the dispatches that 
have been regularly and frequently sent 
from Guaymas, declaring that the health 
of the place is good, anil that no fever pre­ 
vails there. This policy of lying has been 
pursued for fear of ‘‘ hurting the place,” 
and exemplifies the folly of the suppression 
system. 
Why Panama was not declared 
an infected port by the Board of Health of 
San Francisco is a mystery, since yellow 
fever rages there. 
From another source we 
have Mexican news of quite as startling 
character. The San Francisco Bulletin re­ 
cites that the Captain of the American ship 
Kstella was before a United States Commis­ 
sioner on Wednesday, charged with violat­ 
ing the law in shipping sailors for one port 
and carrying them to a different one. Cap­ 
tain Avery’s defense secured his clearance. 
It was to this effect, that he shipped a crew 
and cargo for Manzanillo, Mexico. 
On 
arrival there he found the cholera raging 
fearfully. All the merchants had fled from 
the city, including his assignee. He was 
therefore forced to run for a Central Amcr- 
ican nort. 
li should be a matter of imme­ 
diate inquiry. 
If the cholera a month ago 
or later w 
.' léxico, as Captain Avery 
on oath testifies, and was so virulent as to 
cause the people of Manzianllo to ilee from 
that city, it is entirely probable that it is 
still in that section, and has spread widely. 
The disease, when it has such a hold as 
that, lines not relax for months. Assuming 
Captain Avery’s statements to he accurate, 
it is passing strange that no news of the 
cholera having invaded Mexico lias been 
before received here, and that the usual 
avenues of news have been silent upon the 
subject. 
The San Francisco Bulletin has not much 
faith in official port quarantine alone. It 
says : 
\V- must have a sanitary cordon maintained 
by those whose hearts are in the business, 
quarantine in a perfunctory or half-hearted way 
will be of no effect whatever. It will lie merely 
a vexation to commerce, hut not the leant use 
hygienlcally—a matter of fees and salaries, hut 
yielding u 1 results to those who pay them. The 
adoption of a resolution in the Board of Ilcnlih, 
declaring Guaymas aud Mazatlan infected iierts, 
was a preeautionerv measure, not a day too soon. 
It is known that yellow fever has again broken 
out in those places, strong efforts were made to 
prevent news of the fact leaking out. But it was 
knov li for weeks jpast privately from persons 
who had returned from Mexico that a new out­ 
break had taken place. Nopeuon afflicted with 
an epidemic disease, or capable ofdisscminating 
it, can land at San Francisco on the one hand, 
nr climb the Sierra on the other, unless we let 
him. At this point we reach that division of 
official lalor. which, when observed, greatly 
simplifies matters and fixes the responsibility. 
The Slate lias to look aftcrTruekee, The Needles 
aud Fort Yuma. 
It has. perhaps, deeper inter­ 
est in this m atter then we have. The hot valleys 
of the interior are more favorable for epidemics 
then the city of the cool sea breezes. It is our 
business to guard the Golden Gate. No epidemic 
disease can enter there without criminal negli­ 
gence.

Statement o f H utchings, who Strangled 
N ettie Sims. 
[San Francisco Bulletin, July ISth.J 
Detective Robert Hogan, who lias been 
detailed, more from m atter of form than 
necessity, to arrange evidence against Frank 
E. Hutchings, the brute who strangled Mrs. 
Nettie Sitns on Wednesday evening, yester­ 
day afternoon visited the strangler in the 
city prison, and obtained from him the fol­ 
lowing statement of the circumstances of 
his life and the details of the crim e: 


TH E CONFESSION. 
My name is Frank E. Hutchings. I was 
horn in Portsmouth, N. H., on the 3d of 
April, IS55. W hen but 9 months old my 
parents died and I was left an orphan, and 
at this time I have not a relative in the 
world. 
I resided in Washington. D. C., 
where I was employed a s .barkeeper in a 
saloon, and while in that business, through 
one of the customers at the bar, I formed 
the acquaintance of Mrs. Peck and her 
daughter, Pluebe Jeannette Peck. 1 kept 
company with her for five months, but as Í 
was of a wild disposition and not agreea­ 
ble to Miss Peck, we parted. 1 then went 
to sea, going on board of a merchantman, 
and subsequently joined the United States 
n avy.. W hile in the port of Panama I met 
a gentleman who was acquainted with the 
Peek family, and knew that 1 had been 
keeping company with Nettie. He was on 
his way to Washington, and he agreed to 
tell the Peck family when and where he 
had seen me. When the vessel 1 was on 
reached Mare Island, I found a letter there 
for me. It was from Mrs. Sims, formerly 
Miss Peck, and in this she told me that she 
had married a man named Sims; that she 
was the mother of two children, a bov and 
a girl, but that for three years she hail been 
living apart from Sims." We kept up the 
correspondence, and in one of her letters 
she suggested coming to me with one of 
the children, leaving the other* with Mrs. 
Peck, who was the owner of the house .-he 
lived in in Washington. This was agreea­ 
ble to me, and i wrote on that she might 
come. 
. 
APPEARANCE in SAN tKANC'.Sl'O. 
When my term of enlistment expired i 
left the navy and came to this city and got 
a position as porter in the Central Pacific 
Hotel on Fourth street, and while i was 
there, to my great surprise, I saw Nettie 
with her two children and her mother walk 
into the hotel. An explanation at once 
took place, I stating that with my limited 
salary I could not support the whole family. 
Mrs. Peck, who had sold out her house in 
Washington, rented rooms 
on 
Minna 
street, near Third, just in the rear of the 
Morgue, and furnished them. There we 
all lived together and got along very well. 
\\ e then moved arouml on to Third street, 
near Howard. During the Conclave week 
last year Mrs. Peck married a man named 
Montague, and Nettie ai d I kept house by 
ourselves, and it was then that trouble com­ 
menced. I soon found out that she was 
not the economical housekeeper her mother 
was, and that with 311 a week, which I 
gave her out of my wages, $1<> 50 a week, 
that she not only could not keep house, 
bin that she was continually running in 
debt, and she refused to give' me any ac­ 
count of the debts she contracted. This 
went on for a time, and 1 determined to 
keep all the money and pay hills as they 
became due, hut that did not suit her, and 
three weeks ago we separated, as i could 
no longer stand her growling and abuse, 
and 1 had told her that I was tired of hav­ 
ing her follow m eto my employer’s place 
to ask for money and to otherwise annoy 
me. 
T H E COUPLE SEPARATE. 
1 told her that it had better end, and that 
I should go my way and she hers. She 
said : ‘r You may go your way, hut you’ll 
have to support the youngest child, the 
baby.” 
1 then left the hotel and went to 
Benicia, where I .remained until the 9th 
instant, when I came down here and took 
a room in the Central Pacific. Yesterday 
afternoon, while passing one of the corners 
of Folsom and Third streets, I saw Nettie 
in conversation with a fellow who looked 
like a hoodlum. She appeared to be cry­ 
ing. 
For she was wiping her eyes with 
her handkerchief. Í think she saw me, 
but did not recognize me. f walked around 
the block, and when I returned she was 
still talking to this fellow, so I walked 
around the block again, and when I got to 
the starting point again she had disap­ 
peared. 
I then called on Montague, licr 
stepfather, and asked him if he could tell 
me where Nettie lived. There had been a 
coldness between him and me, and his only 
reply to my question was, “ Somewhere on 
Howard street.” i then went to the Brown 
House and asked if Mrs. Hutchings lived 
there. 
I was directed to room 23, and 
knocked, hut I did not obtain a reply, so I 
got a step ladder and looked through the 
transom over the door to satisfy myself 
that Nettie was not there. 


TH E FINAL VI IT. 
At 6:15 T retured to the house, aud just 
as I got to it saw her and two of the chil­ 
dren on the sidewalk, going toward Fourth 
street. I walked up to her and told her 
that I wanted to talk to her and see if we 
could not make up. She told me to talk, 
huí I refused to hold a conversation on the 
street, and said 1 would prefer to go to her 
room. 
Í also (old her to bring theehildren 
with her into the room, hut she refused and 
left them on the street. We went to the

C h u rch Im p ro v em en t.

There is, how­ 
ever, a great future awaiting the grand idea 
of incandescent girls, and there is reason 
to believe that in a very short time houses 
will be lighted by girls instead of station­ 
ary electric lights. 
_ The formation of the Electric Girl Light­ 
ing Company is an event second in import­ 
ance only to the invention of electric lights. 
This company proposes to supply girls, of 
fifty-candle power each, in quantities to 
suit householders. The girls are to be fed 
and clothed by the company’, and custom­ 
ers will, of course, be permitted to select at 
the company’s warehouse whatever style of 
girl may please their fancy. 
A very beautiful design for a front-liall 
girl is now on exhibition at the company’s 
office, No. 409 (fold street. The present 
system of lighting the front hall of a 
<l\\ iling-house has the disadvantage that 
the light—whether it be a gaslight or an 
electric light—m ust be kept burning ail the 
evening, and that a servant must lie em­ 
ployed to answer the hell. Tims there is a 
double expense—the cost of the light and 
the cost of the servant. The Electric Girl 
Lighting Company will furnish a beautiful 
girl of fifty or a hundred candle power, 
who will be on duty from dusk till mid­ 
night—or as much later as may he desired. 
The girl- will remain seated in the hall 
until some one rings the front door-bell. 
She will then turn on her electric light, 
open the door, admit the visitor and light 
him into the reception-room. 
One girl 
thus performs the duties of lighting the 
front hall and answering the bell, and her 
annual cost is much less than that of a ser­ 
vant and a gas light. 
If, however, any 
householder should desire to keep the elec­ 
tric girl constantly burning and to enipl . 
another servant to answer the bell, tiierc 
can be no doubt that the electric girl, pos­ 
ing in a picturesque attitude, will add 
much to 1 he decoration of the house. 
Under the present system electric lamps 
or gashurners are fixtures, and cannot lie 
moved from place to place. The electric 
girls, on the contrary, are movable. One 
girl can he made to give as much light as a 
large-sized drawing-room chandelier, and 
she can be moved from one room to an­ 
other, leading the way to supper, for ex­ 
ample. and placed wherever she can do the 
most good. There can he no comparison 
between a beautifully designed and chaste­ 
ly executed electric girl and a massive 
chandelier that constantly threatens to fall 
on .somebody's head; and 
or of esthetic instincts will he 
change ins chandeliers for girls. 
An inexpensive electric girl of one or 
two candle power will he of great use when 
a pers-.n desires to go from one room to 
another in a dark house. Instead of hav­ 
ing to carry a candle ¡11 hi.® hand and incur 
the risk of dropping it or having it blown 
out by a draught of air, the happy possessor 
of an cleetrie gill can turn heron and send 
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•trie light from one part of his desk to 
ther, can he made perfectly’ happy by’ 
•lectric girl with a ground-glass shade, 
i will take any jiosition that the student 
f desire in order to throw light on his 
k or pajier.

L ouisville, Ivy., July 13, 1865.

Officera-and Soldiers o f the A rm y o f the 
Tennessee: The profound gratification I feel 
in being authorized to release you from the 
onerous obligations of the camp and return 
you laden with laurels to the homes where 
warm hearts welcome you is somewhat 
embittered by the painful reflection that I 
am sundering the ties that trials have made 
true, tim e made tender, suffering made 
sacred, perils made proud, heroism made 
honorable, and fame made forever fearless 
of the future. It is 110 common occasion 
that demands the disbandonment of a 
military organization, before the resistless 
power of which mountains bristling with 
bayonets have bowed, cities have surren­ 
dered, and millions of brave men been con­ 
quered. Although I have been bul a short 
time your commander, we arc not strangers; 
affections have sprung up between us dur­ 
ing the long years of doubt, gloom and car­ 
nage which we have passed through to­ 
gether. nurtured by common perils, suf­ 
ferings and sacrifices, and riveted by’ 
the v memories 
of 
gallant 
comrades, 
whose bones repose beneath the sod of an 
hundred battle-fields, nor time nor distance 
will weaken or efface. The many marches 
you have made, the dangers you have de­ 
spised, the haughtiness you have humbled, 
the duties you have discharged, the glory 
you have gained, the destiny you have dis­ 
covered for the country in whose cause you 
have conquered, all recur at this moment 
in all the vividness that marked the scenes 
through which we have just passed. From 
the pens of the ablest historians of the land 
daily axe drifting out upon the current of 
time, page upon page, volume upon vol­ 
ume of your heroic deeds, and floating 
down to future generations, will inspire 
the student of history with admiration, the 
patriot American with veneration for his 
ancestors and the love of republican lib­ 
erty, with gratitude for those who in a fresh 
baptism of blood reconsecrated the powers 
and energies of the Republic to the cause of 
constitutional freedom.

CHOLERA. 


T h eo ry o f a n E m in e n t E x p ert o f Its C ause 
an d P rev en tio n . 
[Cablegram to the St. Louis Globe-Democrat.J 
Paris, July 11th.—The Gaulois to-day 
publishes the following interview with Dr. 
K och: 
Toulok, July 10th—5:.'50 Evening.—Ap­ 
pended is an extract report of an interview 
J had last niglii with Dr. Koch and his as­ 
sistant, Dr. £. Ibertz, of Frankfort: 
“ Are you oft' to Marseilles, Doctor?" 
“ Yes, no more for me to do here. 1 liare 
quite made up my mind. Ail tlie ]>o«t- 
mortems 1 have made confirm the results 
of my first investigation, which put the 
Asiatic character of the scourge beyond 
question. I have found the same phenom­ 
ena as in tiie cases which 1 investigated in 
India.” 
*’ Were the microbes identical ?” 
“ Precisely. 
I found numbers in the 
body of that soldier, Bernard, whose post­ 
mortem I made on Sunday evening, in ­ 
deed, I found more than I hud seen in 
Egypt. Messrs. Strauss and Ronx, who 
were standing by, also recognized the pres­ 
ence of Indian microbe in Egypt, but had 
always seen it mixed with others, whereas 
in post-mortems that I have made here the 
Indian microbes outnumbered the others 
immensely.” 
“ Where do you find the microbes in 
times of epidemic?” 
“ The microbe is rarely met with in tlie 
stomach. The disorders of the digestive 
organs and tiie gastric disorders are not 
favorable to it, so it takes refuge in tlie 
small intestines, where it ean easily multi­ 
ply.” 
• * 
" What mischief does the microbe do 111 
the intestines?” tlie Doctor was asked. 
“ First its pressure causes diarrhea and 
vomiting, leading to thickening and chill­ 
ing of tlie blood. Then it secretes an intox­ 
icating poison, which lauses the dry, in­ 
stantaneous cholera in the original clioiora 
—foudroyant see—that is, cholera without 
diarrhea." 
“ With such precise information a® this, 
Doctor, surely one should soon be able to 
destroy the microbe?” 
"No doubt, but I have nothing to do 
with cures. I ain a mere observer. Let 
others profit by my observations and sug­ 
gestions. I have already told you contam­ 
ination is not caused by air, but by absorp­ 
tion of microbes infecting food, especially 
water and solid food introduced into the 
digestive tubes.” 
’“ I presume that explains why, this af­ 
ternoon. you advised the members of the 
Sanitary Committee to shut up the welis 
and counsel the people to drink boiled wa­ 
ter or water from disinfected places or light 
mineral waters?” 
Yes; it also explains the necessity of 
taking only well-cooked food, peeled fruits, 
vegetables and preserves. Remember, mi­ 
crobes die if exposed to a high and espe­ 
cially to a dry temperature. I hold that, 
microbes are transmissible only by excre­ 
ments or objects soiled by excrements, con­ 
sequently the first precaution to take is to 
subject the linen of cholera patients to 
heat, hot air and phenic acid more or less 
concentrated. Microbes can not live in con­ 
centrated solutions of phonic acid or in a 
dry atmosphere. Remember they develop 
and multiply in the damp. 
They have 
been found ¡11 ponds in cholera countries.” 
“ Would a great storm of wind, as the 
mistral, for instance, destroy microbes in 
apartments, linen, etc.” 
“ Yes, certainly. No soiled object is the 
least dangerous once it is dry, for the mi­ 
crobe has become powerless to reproduce 
itself. Indeed, it is dead.” 
“ One more question," said your corre­ 
spondent. “ It is this : Did the theory of 
the destruction of the microbes by dryness 
lend you to advise the closing up and dry­ 
ing of contaminated apartments for several 
days ?” 
“ Yes, and to pronounce the disinfecting 
ofbaggage, letters and travelers ineffectual; 
Í ean not understand how any faitli was 
ever put in it.” 
“ How about watering streets and the 
boulevards?” 
” The practice is dangerous. It favors tlie 
conditions needed for the reproduction and 
propagation of microbes.” 
“ Then it would he preferable to leave 
the streets dry and dusty ?” 
“ Certainly.” 
“ W hat is your opinion regarding the 
origin of the present epidemic?” 
“ I think i may say that, considering tlie 
precaution taken by the naval authorities, 
cholera was imported on some merchant 
ship—probably English. They do not scru­ 
ple on English vessels to hide deaths which 
occur on voyages or to falsify logs.” 
“ Of course,” said I, “ you disapprove of 
crowds altogether ?” 
“ All public fetes and fairs, and conse­ 
quently the fete of July 14th, should be for- 
hi dden.”

NO MORE 
ARCTIC INSANITY.” 
President A rthur, in conversation w ith 
som e friends, said he was very much grati­ 
fied nt the finding of Lieutenant Greelv and 
the rem nant of his party. H e added: 
“ This is the last of the Arctic expeditions, 
as far as I can prevent them . None of 
them have ever paid for the extrem e suffer­ 
ing and ioss of valuable lives they have 
occasioned, and I think it is about tim e 
that som eother nation try them foraw hile.” 
President A rthur, in previous conversa­ 
tions, has characterized the whole business 
as a species of “ Arctic insanity.” 


THE SIGNAL SERVICE INSTRUCTION. 
The following are the instructions issued 
to Lieutenant Greely by the Signal Service 
Office previous to ills departure in 1881: 
T he perm anent station w ill be established at 
th e most suitable point north of the eighty-first 
p arallel and contiguous to the coal seam dis­ 
covered n ear la d y F ranklin bav by the English 
expedition o f 1S75. 
After leaving St. Johns, N. F., except to ob­ 
tain Esquim au hunters, dogs, clothing, etc., at 
Disco or Uiiem avik, only such stops w ill he 
m ade as th e condition of the ice necessitates or 
as are essential in order to determ ine the exact 
location and condition of th e stores cached on 
th e east coast o f Grin uell Land bv the English 
expedition o f 1875. During any enforced delays 
v n th a t coast it would be well to supplem ent the 
English depots by such sm all caches from th e 
•steamer’s stores of previsions as would be valu­ 
ab le to a party retreating southw ard bv boats 
Irom Robeson channel. 
At each point w here an 
old depot is exam ined or a now one established 
three briet notices will be left of the visit—one 
to be deposited on tlie cairn built or found 
standing, one to be placed on th e north side of 
it. and one to be buried tw enty feet north (mag­ 
netic) ol the cairn. Notices discovered in cairns 
w ill lie brought away, replacing them , how ever 
by copies. 
The steam er should, on arrival at the perm a­ 
nen t station, discharge her cargo w ith the ut­ 
m o s t dispatch and be ordered to return to St. 
Johns, .V F., after a careful exam ination of the 
scam of coul at th at [joint has been m ade by the 
party to determ ine w hether an am ple supply is 
easily procurable. A report in w riting on this 
subject will be sent by the returning vessel 
In 
case of doubt an am ple supply m ust he retained 
1 rom the steam er’s stores. 
• 
By th e returning steam er will be sent a brief 
report o f proceedings and as full a t ranscript as 
possible ol all meteorological and other obser- 
vutiuniynade during the voyage. 
A fterahe departure of the vessel th e energies 
o f the party should first 1»- devoted to the erec­ 
tion o f the dw elling house and observatories 
a lte r w hich a sledge party will !a- eut, accord­ 
ing to the proposal m ade by the Navy Ix-part- 
m c n t. to th e h ig h la n d n e a r l ',; » - .1------ ,!, He in. 
. The sledging parties will generally work in 
th e interests ot exploration and discovery The 
w ork to he done by them , should be m arked bv 
all possible cajrc and fidelity. The outlines of 
coasts entered on charts will be such only as 
h ave actually lieen seen by th e party. 
Every 
favorable op|)Ortuiiity will be im proved by the 
sledging parties to determ ine accurately- the 
geographical positions <.r all th eir cam ps and to 
obtain tlie bearing therefrom of all d istant eiitfs 
m ountains, islands, etc. 
«'«refill attention will be given to tlie collec­ 
tion of specim ens o f th e anim al, m ineral and 
vegetable kingdom . 
Su l. collect ions w ill be 
m ad e as com píete as possible; will heum -idered 
the projaTty of the G overnm ent of the United 
States, and are to be at its disposal. 
Special instructions regarding the m eteoro­ 
logical, m agnetic, tidal, pendulum and o th er ob­ 
servations, its recom m ended by th-- H am burg 
in tern atio n al i'ular Conference, are 
herew ith. 
It is contem plated that the perm anen 
shall l>e visited in las-.1 and in lav, by 
sealer or other vessel, by wblch supplies 
such additions to th e present party 
sit-, med needful, w iii be sent. 
^ In case such vessel is unable 1 <■ reach L ad" 
1- rank tin bay in 18,82, she will cache a portion oí 
lu-r supplies and all of her letters and dis- 


quantity of m ilk punch and am m onia 
strengthened them , and soon beef tea and 
warm m ilk was added and all were stim u­ 
lated. T heir pleadings for food were heart­ 
rending, bnt all solid food was refused 
them , and they were carefully transported 
to the Thetis and Bear and tenderly cared 
for. 
It was w ith difficulty that they were 
quieted. T heir long fast had left them like 
insane men, and if they had been allowed 
to eat as they desired all would have died. 


T H E IR LAST FOOD IN' CAMP. 
Al th e tim e they were rescued their food 
consisted of boiled sealskin boots, cut up 
fine and m ixed with moss, rock lichens 
and sm all shriiups, and boiled into soup. 
The shrim ps were so sm all it required 
from 1,200 to 1,400 to weigh an ounce. 
They made tea from sassafras and Arctic 
willow. 
Occasionally an auk would be 
killed, but very few were secured when 
killed in water, unless they drifted in by 
tide or wind, as they had been obliged to 
bum the boat, it being their only fuel. 
The wood of the boat was carefully 
weighed to m ake it last. The failure to se­ 
cure game after it was shot only added to 
their misery. It alm ost m ade them insane 
to see m any seal, walrus, ducks and gulls 
sporting in tlie sott before them while they 
were starving. 
The body of the last m an who died at 
camp, private Schneader, was found just 
outside of the tent. The party was too 
weak to bury him , and he was covered 
only with-his sleeping-bag. For some days 
after their rescue tlie men were in a preca­ 
rious condition. 
The great joy at their 
rescue was followed by depression, both 
m ental and physical. All of their m inds 
were weak, and their speech, like their 
movements, was very feeble and slow. 
THE TRIP FOR THE ENGLISH BEEF. 
The case of Ellison was m ost serious. 
His hands and feet were gone, and his 
greatly weakened condition could not w ith­ 
stand the shock. 
H e became insane a few 
days after the rescue, and died of mental 
and physical exhaustion. 
H is history is 
rem arkable. On November 2d he was de 
tailed w ith three others to attem pt the re 
eovery of tlie English beef cached by Nares 
at Cape Isabella in 1S70. The weather at 
times was terrible, but threatened starva 
tion m ade it absolutely necessary to obtain 
food if possible. Sergeants Rice and Lynn 
privates Fredericks and Ellison, started 
with a daily ration of four ounces of meat 
eight ounces of bread, a little tea and iivi 
ounces of alcohol for cooking purposes 
w ith tlie tem perature at 35° below zero 
The w ind was strong, the snow soft and the 
ice hum m ocky. They had sixty miles 
m arch and return in four d a y s.' They had 
reached th e cached meat and were on their 
return journey on the inor.iing of Novem 
her 6th. They had left their rations and 
sleeping-bags about two miles from Cape 
Isabella, where they had encamped on the 
iec, and started with only a cup of tea, in 
tending to finish their meal after findin 
the meat, and to save tiie extra weight 
sleeping-bags, provisions and cooking uten 
sils. They intended to use the wooden 
barrels for fuel, and thus save their alcohol 
and return to tlie ice camp for dinner. 


A NIGHT OF TERROR. 
On their return Ellison suffered with 
thirst, and began to eat snow, against tlie 
order and advice of the others. 
H is hands 
and m its liad become wet. and us a north 
west gale was blowing his hands were soon 
frozen. ISuow had also caused his m outh 
and tongue to blister, and he rapidly be 
came weak. The men hurried into camp 
and then discovered that Ellison had also 
frozen his feet. They cut iiis boots off,ant; 
put him in his sleeping-bag, and restorer 
the circulation ir. his hands and feet by 
placing his frozen lim bs ncx't to a bear 
skin. A fter th at terrible night they con 
tinned on their journey, with the tem pera 
ture 25° below 7.(«-n. Ellison was unable to 
help haul the load which iiad been in 
creased by the sleeping-bags and canq 
gear. 
H is hands and feet were soon frozen 
and Fredericks was obliged to help him 
along. 
Rice and Lynn struggled m anfully 
with the sled, but the whole party were 
soon forced by exhaustion to go into Vamp. 
The men passed another horrible night. 
They had no tent, and their sleeping-bags 
were frozen so stiff it required an hour' 
work to unroll them . The men gradually 
worked them selves into their bags and the 
heat of their bodies thaw ed them out. A 
strong wind, drifting snow and their ex 
liaustion prevented them from restorinj 
circulation in tin* limbs of their frozen 
companion. 
W ords cannot describe the 
horrors of that night. 


him self violently to reach firm ice. 
Sud- j However, w hether this law was ever placed 
denly his kayak sank. He was unable to 
extricate himself, being lashed in 
the 
kayak and also being weak at the time. 


A H A PPY MOMENT. 
A Herald's report from the rescued m en 
has the follow ing: May 4th we abandoned 
the w inter liut, which was only six feet 
above high-water m ark and dam p from 
melting snow, and moved to a hill and 
pitched a wall tent, w here the party was 
found. W hile lying in the tent, uio ex­ 
hausted to go out in tlie southeast gale 
which was raging, som ething very like the 
sound of a w histle was heard, and Long 
and Brainard were sent to the rocks, where 
the signal of distress was flying, to see if 
there was anything in sight. The inter­ 
vening hills hid the ships from their view. 
They returned disappointed w ith their 
m elancholy report. 
B rainard says this 
was tlie bitterest m om ent of his life. 
He 
then gave up all as lost. 
Long, not yet 
fully satisfied, w ent out again, and, climb­ 
ing to the hill-top, saw the Bear’s steam 
launch approaching, w ith the ships in the 
distance. Too overjoyed to control himself, 
and alm ost too weak to stand, he tum bled 
rather than ran down the hill to meet his 
rescuers, and was the first of the party to 
arrive on board the ship. 
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THE EFFORT TO SAVE ELLISON*. 
W hen 
they broke 
camp they were 
obliged to abandon m eat or their com pan­ 
ion. ami they chose the former. Ellison, 
noble fellow, begged them to leave him to 
die, and save tlie m eat and his starvin 
companions. They left the m eat cached in 
the ice, and also a rifle as a m ark, and 
pushed ahead to Esquim au, a point where 
they could secure shelter in their old 
camp. 
After reaching camp they worked 
from 7 in t he evening till 3 in the morning, 
and partially restor.-d circulation in E lli­ 
son s hands and feet.

H ow S avages U se H ot Springs. 
Tlie geysers of New Zealand are found 
on the North Island, scattered through the 
area which extends from Tonganro (a 
semi-active volcanic cone), in about the 
center of the island, to tlie Bay of Plenty 
They have long been know n to the natives, 
who have no traditions as to their age, but 
from tim e im m em orial have used the quiet 
hot springs to warm their huts and to cook 
their food. 
Every hut has its boiler close 
to the door; bread is baked 011 large slabs 
of stone, placed over the hottest portions 
of the g round; and 011 others, not quite so 
hot, the lazy recline, wrapped in blankets, 
enjoying Vulcan’s heat. 
In these respects 
the Maoris have the advantage over our 
North American Indians, who have al­ 
ways avoided the Yellowstone region 011 
account of their superstitious fears. 
: 
The springs of Savu-Savu, on Vantta Levu 
in the Feejee Islands, are pseudo geysers 
The latter were owned by an old woman 
who was captured by a chief ¡11 1863, and 
cooked in her own springs. 
Miss I.'. F. 
Gordon Gumming, referring to this, say s: 
“ She was past 70, and m ust have been very 
tough and smoke-dried, but as in her 
younger days she had been a regular Joan 
of Arc, leading her tribe to battle, and her-, 
self lighting hand to hand w ith a j^ te h e t, 
he determ ined to eat her. So 
cooked with the sixteen men, and nia™ 
great feast, and then to spite the people, 
before leaving the district, he attem pted to 
choke up all thR springs, in which am iable 
effort he partially succeeded.

water as a token of her affection. Less re­ 
pulsive was the act of the lover am ong tlie 
ancient Persians, who burned his hand or 
cheek to prove his devotion, and then 
showed it to his lady love, 
if she was 
“ w illin’’ she bound the injured part with a 
silken scarf, but if obdurate she sent the 
man to the physician for healing-salve. 
Am ong the Moravians it was the custom 
for the m inister to select wives for the men 
of Iiis generation. 
If a “ sister” had any 
objection to the “ brother” selected for her 
life partner, she was perm itted to state it 
hut it was generally overruled by the priest’s 
eloquence. 
Strange to say, the historian 
tells us that these marriage* were generally 
happy 
in Greenland tlie services of tlie pastor of 
his flock are also called in. A m an who has 
made up his m ind that bis worldly circum ­ 
stances w arrant him in indulging in what 
lias been called “the abstract desire of every 
man to furnish board and lodging to some 
voung lady, and has decided which voun 
lady lie wishes to be taxed for, calls on the 
reverend father and states the case. 
The 
inquiry is made w hether the girl knows of 
the suit, to which the m an replies th at lie 
lias made some prelim inary love-making, 
w hich was not very kindly received, but 
ills: “ Thou knowest the"ways of m an­ 
kind.” 
In Greenland, be it rem arked, it is 
an accepted fact in social philosophy th at a 
woman’s no m eans yes.

race. 
in St. Petersburg, Russia, a custom pre­ 
vailed for m any years—though declined 
greatly in im portance, it lias not gone 
wholly out of use—which was designed to 
stim ulate laggards in courtship. ' W hit­ 
sunday there was held in the .Summer 
larden, one of the city parks, a fair of all 
the damsels of the city who wanted lius- 
mds. 
Dressed in tJieir best, with all the 
ornam ents at command, and holding silver 
spoons or other ware in their hands to show 
they were not wholly portionless, they 
stood in rows under the trees, attended by 
parents or guardians to insure propriety of 
behavior, to facilitate m atrim onial bar­ 
ons. The men in search of wives strolled 
about scrutinizing all the candidates at 
leisure. W hen a man saw one that pleased 
him he usually introduced him self to her 
ustodians, and if his statem ent of family, 
business, habits and prospects was satis­ 
factory he was made acquainted with the 
oting woman and invited to her residence. 
After this the nuptial ceremony followed 
..* speedily as the would-be bridegroom de­ 
sired. 
We find a custom precisely like this still 
existence in a district in the south of 
reland. There it is known as “ shraft- 
ing,” the nam e being derived from Shrove 
Tuesday, the day 011 which it is held. 
On 
that day all tlie marriageable young people 
f both sexes arc m arshaled on the village 
green by tlie parents, the girls ¡11 all tiie 
glory of Sunday gowns and gay ribbons, 
as lovely as fresh-blown roses, evidently 
enjoying their blushes, and flic young men, 
ai-i) ¡11 their bent attire, looking as "foolish 
as only the male hum an can look on ex­ 
hibition. The two sexes are stationed in 
line apart from each other, and the parents 
pass between to vouchsafe proposals or to 
receive them, and to haggle over marriage 
portions. The preferences of the young 
people are fully understood by the elders, 
and commendable effort is made to gratify 
them , the m ain object of the parents being 
to secure us go id a set-out as possible for 
the young douplos. * 
A California m iner having amassed quite 
a fortune, was returning by ship to New 
York to revisit old friends and find him a 
wife. A young woman on board tiie ship, 
serving in the capacity of nursery govern­ 
ess to the family of a m erchant on board, 
pleased him m uch by liar neat and modst 
appearance.

The result has been a de­ 
pression of prices in this m arket, and wc 
therefore find it necessary to reduce our 
quotations three cents on the entire list. 
Exports have, under 
this condition of 
tilings, entirely ceased, not a bale having 
been shipped thus far to Europe this week; 
even at the reduction in our prices we are 
still ahead of London quotations. 
From 
all the inform ation to hand, our crop looks 
favorable, generally speaking. 
In some of 
tlie districts the vine looks better than in 
others, but we can safely count upon a large 
crop, if the present favorable w eather con­ 
tinues, no rust, vermin or blight of any de­ 
scription being complained of. Crop also 
prom ises to come in earlier than usual by 
from ten to twelve days, owing, no .doubt, 
to the splendid condition of the weather. 
T hat England will be short there is no ques­ 
tion, verm in having already done m ischief 
enough to shorten her crop, and bring it 
below the average of former years. 
We are 
now entering upon the most"critical period 
of the growth. 
Nearly every disaster to 
our own growth has happened after tlie 
m iddle of July, anti as late as the m iddle 
it" August, and it is not best at this period 
to indulge ¡11 too cheering a hope for the 
safety of our crop. 
Changes for the worse 
m ay still befall the English crop, w hile that 
on the continent may m eeta setback. W ith 
the prospect of a very large crop in this 
country, and the reports from Europe being 
up to date more favorable, it is questiona­ 
ble w hetlierpnces will not open low for the 
new crop.

NO MORE “ ARCTIC IN SA N ITY .” 
President A rthur, in conversation with 
som e friends, said he was very much grati­ 
fied at the finding of Lieutenant Greely and 
th e rem nant of his party. H e added: 
“ This is the last of the Arctic expeditions, 
as far as I can prevent them . None of 
them have ever paid for the extrem e suffer­ 
ing and ¡oss of valuable lives they have 
occasioned, and I think it is about tim e 
that sonieothcr nation trv them foraw hile." 
President A rthur, in previous conversa­ 
tions, has characterized the whole business 
as a species of “ Arctic insanity.” 


T H E SIGNAL SERVICE INSTRUCTIOJS. 
The following are the instructions issued 
to Lieutenant Greely by th e .Signal Service 
Ofiiee previous to his departure in 1 SSI : 
T he perm anent station will be established at 
the most suitable point north o f the eightv-first 
p arallel and contiguous to the coal seam dis­ 
covered near Lady Franklin bay by th e English 
expedition of IOTA. 
After leaving St. Johns, N. F., except m ob­ 
tain Esquim au hunters, dogs, elothing, etc. at 
Disco or U pcm urik, only such ships will ’he 
m ade as the condition of the ice necessitates, or 
as are essential in order to determ ine the exact 
location and condition of the stores cached on 
th e east coast o f G rinuell Land bv the English 
expedition of 1875. 
During any enforced delays 
on th a t coast it would be well to supplem ent the 
English depots by such sm all caches from the 
•steamer's stores o f provisions as would be v alu ­ 
ab le to a party retreating southw ard bv boats 
front Robeson channel. At each point w here an 
old depot is exam ined or a new one established 
th ree brief notices will he led of the visit—one 
to be deposited on the cairn built or found 
standing, one to be placed on the north side of 
it. and one to be buried tw enty feet north (m ag­ 
netic) oí Uto cairn. Notices discovered in cairns 
will be brought away, replacing them , however 
by copies. 
The steam er should, on arrival at the perm a­ 
nent station, discharge h er cargo w ith th e ut­ 
most dispatch and be ordered to return to St. 
Johns, V F., alter a careful exam ination of the 
scam of coal at th a t point has been m ade by the 
party to determ ine w hether an am ple supply is 
easily procurable. A re jm rtin w riting on this 
subject will la- sent bv the retu m iu g vessel

case of doubt an am ple supply m ust be retained

quantity of ntilk punch and am m onia 
strengthened them , and soon beef tea and 
warm m ilk was added and all were stim u­ 
lated. T heir pleadings for food were heart­ 
rending, but ail solid food was refused 
them , and they were carefully transported 
to the Thetis tind Bear and tenderly cared 
for. 
It was with difficulty th at they were 
quieted. Their long fast had left them like 
insane men, and if they had been allowed 
to eat as they desired all would have died. 


T H E IR LAST FOOD IN CAMP. 
At the tim e they were rescued their food 
consisted o f boiled sealskin boots, cut up 
fine and m ixed with moss, rock lichens 
and sm all shrimps, and boiled into soup. 
The shrim ps were so sm all it required 
from 1,200 to l,40ti to weigh an ounce. 
They made tea from sassafras and Arctic 
willow. 
Occasionally an auk would be 
killed, but very few were secured when 
killed in water, unless they drifted in by 
tide or wind, as they had been obliged to 
burn the boat, it being their only fuel. 
The wood o f the boat was carefully 
weighed b> m ake it last. The failure to se­ 
cure game after it was shot only added to 
their misery. 
It alm ost made them insane 
to sec m any seal, walrus, ducks and gulls 
sporting in the son before them while they 
were starving. 
The body of the last man who died at 
camp, private Schneuder, was found just 
outside of the tent. The party was too 
weak to bury him , and he was covered 
only w ith-his sleeping-bag. For some days 
after their rescue the m en were in a preca­ 
rious condition. 
The great joy at their 
rescue was followed by depression, both 
mental and physical. All of their m inds 
were weak, and their speech, like their 
movements, was very feeble and slow. 


TH E T R IP FOR TH E ENGLISH BEEF. 
The case of Ellison was most serious 
His hands and feet were gone, and his 
greatly weakened condition could not with 
stand the shock. 
11c became insane a few 
lays after the rescue, and died of mental 
and physical exhaustion. 
H is history is 
rem arkable. On November 2d ho was de 
tailed w ith three others to attem pt the re­ 
covery o f the English beef cached by Nares 
at Cape Isabella in 1879. The w eather at 
times was terrible, hut threatened starva­ 
tion m ade it absolutely necessary to obtain 
food if possible. Sergeants liiceand Lynn 
privates Fredericks and Ellison, started 
with a daily ration of four ounces of meat, 
eight ounces of bread, a little tea and five 
ounces of alcohol for cooking purposes, 
with the tem perature at 35° below zero. 
The wind wa> strong, the snow soft and the 
ice hum m ocky. They had sixty miles to 
m arch and return in four days. * They had 
reached the cached meat and were on their 
return journey on the m orning of Novem­ 
ber 6th. They had left their rations and 
sleeping-bags about two miles from Cape 
Isabella, where they had encamped on the 
ice, and started with only a cup of tea. in ­ 
tending to finish their meal after finding 
the meat, and to save the extra weight of 
sleeping-hags, provisions and cooking uten­ 
sils. They intended to use the wooden 
barrels for fuel, and thus save their alcohol 
and return to the ice camp for dinner. 


A NIGHT OF TERROR. 
On their return Ellison suffered with 
thirst, and began to eat snow, against the 
order and advice of the others. 
His hands 
and inits had become wet. and as a north­ 
west gale was blowing his hands were soon 
frozen. Snow had also caused his mouth 
and tongue to blister, and lie rapidly be­ 
came weak. The men hurried into camp, 
and then discovered that Ellison had also 
frozen his feet. They cut his bools off.and 
put him in his sleeping-bag, and restored 
the circulation ir. his hands and feet by 
placing his frozen lim bs nex't to a bear­ 
skin. After that terrible night they con­ 
tinued on their journey, with the tem pera­ 
ture 25° below zero. 
Ellison was unable to 
help haul t lie load which had been in ­ 
creased by the sleeping-bags and cam ¡ 
gear. 
His hands and feet were soon frozen 
and Fredericks was obliged to help him 
along. 
Rice and Lynn struggled m anfully 
with the sled, but the whole party were 
soon forced by exhaustion to go into camp. 
I he men passed another horrible night. 
They had no tent, and their sleeping-bags 
were frozen so stiff it required an hour’s 
work to unroll them . The men gradually 
worked them selves into their bags and ill 
heat of their bodies thaw ed them out. A 
strong wind, drifting snow and their ex­ 
haustion prevented them from restoring 
circulation in the limbs of their frozen 
companion. 
W ords cannot describe the 
horrors of that night.

A HAPPY MOMENT. 
A Herald's report from the rescued men 
has the follow ing; May 4th we abandoned 
the w inter hut, which was only six feet 
above high-water m ark and dam p from 
m elting snow, and moved to a hill and 
pitched a wall tent, where the party was 
found. W hile lying in the tent, too ex­ 
hausted to go out in the southeast gale 
w hich was raging, som ething very like the 
sound of a whistle was heard, and Long 
and B rainard were sent to the rocks, where 
the signal of distress was flying, to see if 
there was anything in sight. T he inter­ 
vening hills hid the ships from their view. 
They returned disappointed w ith their 
melancholy report. 
Brainard says this 
was the bitterest m om ent of his life. 
He 
then gave up all as lost. .Long, not yet 
fully satisfied, went out again, and, climb­ 
ing to the hill-top, saw the B ears steam 
launch approaching, with the ships in the 
distance. Too o verja veil to control himself, 
and alm ost too weak to stand, he tum bled 
rather than ran down the hill to meet his 
rescuers, and was the first of the party to 
arrive on board the ship.

TH E EFFORT TO SAVE EI.LISON. 
W hen 
they broke 
camp they were 
obliged to abandon m eat or their compan­ 
ion, and they chose the former. Ellison, 
noble fellow, begged them to leave him to 
die, and save the m eat anil his starving 
companions. They left the m eat cached iii 
the ice, and also a rille as a m ark, and 
pushed ahead to Esquim au, a point where 
they could secure shelter in their old 
camp. A fter reaching camp they worked 
from 7 in the evening till 3 in tiie morning, 
and partially restored circulation in E lli­ 
son s hands and feet. 
They dried his 
clothes and made Lint some warm tea, the 
only warm food they had been able to pro­ 
cure, the wind preventing them from light­ 
ing a lire. Early next day Ellison was able 
to walk, and was sent on ahead, while the 
others packed and hauled the sled. They 
soon overtook Ellison, who had strayed 
from the road. Ilis hands and feet were 
frozen, and he was scarcely able to see. 
Ilis cheeks and nose were also frozen. The 
men took turns at leading and helping 
hint, w hile two would haul the sled. 
At 
last it required ail three at the sled, and 
they tied Ellison's arm s to the hack of the 
sled and hauled him in that way. His legs 
were stiff, and he would fall and he dragged 
several yards before his cries would be 
heard. 
ELLISON 
BADLY FROZEN. 
Linn begun to fail, and it was decided 
that Itice should push ahead, while Fred­ 
ericks remained with Ellison and Linn. 
Rice, with a little frozen beef, started for 
assistance. 
The other men rem ained in 
their si, cpingbags twenty-four hours, when 
' rgeant B rainard reached them, and gave 
them some hot tea and soup and started 
hack to “ hurry up" a relief party, which 
arrived ten hours later. 
Lieutenant Lock­ 
wood and I’i. I’avy hauled Ellison into 
camp. Fredericks and Linn walking. E lli­ 
son's feet were frozen beyond cure and all 
Ins lingers and thum bs were lost. 
Linn 
never did recover fully from his exposure. 
Rice was unable to move for a day, and 
Fredericks was prostrated for two days. 
Ellison was carefully cared for, and lived 
through the whole winter, receiving the 
best of rations and more than ol hers, and 
only died Ju ly 8th. 
His joy at his rescue 
and his terrible suffering were more than 
las weakened constitution could stand.

Africa. 
In one tribe of Eastern Africa it is 
regarded as the tie plus ultra of gallantry 
for the lover to parade before the hut o f his 
inam orata astride of a huge boar.

Park tells of a tribe in the interior where 
custom compels a woman to carry a cala 
hash of water to the m an who has ex 
pressed a preference for her. 
Seated on 
m at before his door he washes his hands in 
the vessel, and then the woman drinks the 
water as a token of Iter affection. 
Less re 
pulsive was the act of the lover am ong the 
ancient Persians, who burned his hand or 
cheek to prove his devotion, and then 
showed it to his lady love. 
If she was 
“ w illin’’ she hound the injured part with a 
silken scarf, but if obdurate she sent the 
m an to the physician for healing-salve 
Am ong the Moravians it was the custom 
for the m inister to select wives for the men 
of his generation. 
If a “ sister” had arty 
objection to the “ brother” selected for her 
life partner, she was perm itted to state it, 
but it was generally overruled hv the priest’s 
eloquence. 
Strange to say, the historian 
tells us th a t these marriages were generally 
happy. 
Jn Greenland the services of the pastor of 
his flock are also called in. A m an who has 
m ade up his m ind that his worldly eircum 
stances w arrant him in indulging in what 
has been called “the abstract desire of every 
mail to furnish board and lodging to some 
voting lady,” and has decided which youn 
‘ tdy lie wishes to be taxed for, calls on the 
reverend father and states the case. T 
inquiry is made whether the girl know sof 
the suit, to which the m an replies th at he 
itas made some prelim inary love-making, 
w hich was not very kindly received, but 
adds: “ Thou knowest th e 'ways of man 
kind.” 
In Greenland, he it rem arked, it is 
an accepted fact in social philosophy that a 
woman’s no m eans yes. The priest calls 
upon the young woman and pleads the ease 
of her lover, assuring her that he is a good 
m an, that he catches m any seals, etc. 
It is 
the custom ior the woman to reject all pro­ 
posals at first, but to yield at last an unw ill­ 
ing assent. 
If the priest thinks she is too 
obstinate he generally rem arks: 
“ Ah, 
well, it’s no m atter; 1 can easily find an ­ 
other woman who will have such a good 
provider,” and turns to leave, w hich action 
brings the stubborn maiden to terms at 
once. 
In St. Petersburg, Russia, a custom pre­ 
vailed for many years—though declined 
greatly in im portance, it itas not gone 
wholly out ol use—w hich was designed to 
stim ulate laggards in courtship. " W hit­ 
sunday there was held in the Summer 
Garden, one of the city parks, a fair of all 
the damsels of the city who wanted hus­ 
bands. Dressed in tiieir best, with all the 
ornam ents at comm and, and holding silver 
spoons or other ware in their hands to show 
they were not wholly portionless, they 
stood in rows under the trees, attended bv 
parents or guardians to insure propriety of 
behavior, to facilitate m atrim onial Lar­ 
ga ins. The men in search of wives strolled 
about scrutinizing all th e candidates at 
eisure. When a man saw one that pleased 
tim he usually introduced him self to her 
custodians, and if his statem ent of family, 
business, habits anti prospects was satis­ 
factory he was made acquainted with the 
young woman and invited to her residence. 
After this the nuptial ceremony followed 
as speedily as the would-be bridegroom de­ 
sired. 
We find a custom precisely like this still 
m existence in a district in the south of 
Ireland. There it is known us “ shroff­ 
ing.” the nam e being derived from Shrove 
Tuesday, the day on which it is held. 
On 
that day all the marriageable young people 
of both sexes are marshaled on the village 
green by the parents, the girls in all ihe 
glory of Sunday gowns and gay ribbons, 
a.- lovely as fresh-blown roses, evidently 
enjoying their blushes, and the young men, 
also in their host attire, looking as foolish 
as only the male hum an can look on ex­ 
hibition. The two sexes arc stationed in 
line apart from each other, and the parents 
pass between to vouchsafe proposals or to 
receive them, and to haggle over marriage 
portions. The preferences of the young 
people are fully understood by the elders, 
ami comm endable effort is mude to gratify 
them , the main object of the parents being 
■ 
< ire as good a set-out as possible for 
th e young douples. “

H ow S avages Use H ot Springs. 
The geysers of New Zealand are found 
on the North Island, scattered through the 
area which extends from Tongariro (a 
semi-active volcanic cone), in about the 
center of the island, to the Bay of Plenty. 
They have long been known to the natives, 
who have no traditions as to their age, hut 
from time im m em orial have used the quiet 
hot springs to warm their huts and to cook 
their food. 
Every h u t has its boiler close 
to the door: bread is baked on large slabs 
of stone, placed over the hottest portions 
of the g round; and on others, not quite so 
hot, the lazy recline, wrapped in blankets, 
enjoying V ulcan’s heat. 
In these respects 
the Maoris have the advantage over our 
North American Indians, who have al­ 
ways avoided the Yellowstone region on 
account of their superstitious fears.

The springs of Savu-Navu, on Vanua Levu. 
in the Feejee Islands, are pseudo geysers. 
The latter were owned by an old woman 
who was captured by a chief in 1863, and 
cooked in her own springs. 
Miss 0. F. 
Gordon Gumming, referring to this, say s: 
“ She was past 70, and m ust have been very 
tough anti smoke-dried, but as in her 
younger days she had been a regular Joan 
of Arc, leading her tribe to battle, and her-, 
self fighting hand to hand w ith j^ o teh c t, 
he determ ined to eat her. 
So h ^ flH |¿ ie r 
cooked with the sixteen nten, and m adert’, 
great feast, and then to spite the people, 
before leaving the district, he attem pted to 
choke up all tliN springs, in which am iable 
effort he partially succeeded. These springs 
were also a favorite place for depositing all 
superfluous babes, especially girls, who 
never got much of a welcome. They were 
popped in alive, like so m any lobsters, and 
treated w ith quite as little ceremony.”—

In some of 
the districts the vine looks better than in 
others, but we can safely count upon a large 
crop, if the present favorable w eather con­ 
tinues, no rust, verm in or blight of any de­ 
scription being complained of. Crop also 
promises to come in earlier than usual by 
front ten to twelve days, owing, no .doubt, 
to the splendid condition of the weather’ 
T hat England will he short there is no ques­ 
tion. verm in having already done m ischief 
enough to shorten her crop, and bring it 
below the average of former years. 
W e are 
now entering upon the most critical period 
of the growth. 
Nearly every disaster to 
our own growth has happened after the 
middle of July, and as late as the middle 
of August, and it is not best at this period 
to indulge in too cheering a hope for the 
safety of our crop. Changes for the worse 
may still befall the English crop, w hile that 
on the continent m ay meet a setback. W ith 
the prospect of a very large crop in this 
country, and the reports from Europe being 
up to date more favorable, it is questiona­ 
ble w betherprices will not open low for the 
new crop.
